George W. Alger of 50 Broadway, 
issued a statement yesterday°on be- 
half of Mrs, Helen Tufts Bailie of 
Combridge; Mass., who was expelled |. 
from the Daughters of the Amerian 
Revolution by the National Board of 
Management on Friday. Mr, Alger, 
counsel for Mrs. Bailie, said that, ac- 
cording to the society’s Constitution 
she has a right to appeal to the next 
Continental Congress in April, 1929, 
when she will protest her expulsion. 

Mr. Alger declared that the state- 
ments given out by the society at 
Mrs. Bailie’s trial were ‘‘quite er- 
roneous and require correction.” 

“The National Board of Manage- 
ment studiously avoided making the 
blacklist question and the use of the 
blacklist an issue at Mrs. Bailie’s 
trial.”” Mr. Alger asserted. ‘‘The 
statement by s. Alfred J. Bros- 
seau in which she says: ‘We rejoice 
at the fact that no such th as a 
blacklist has ever been authorized by 
the national society has been so thor- 
oughly proved, we are especially 
happy that the establishment of this 
fact was brought about through Mrs. 
Bailie’s own admission,’ is quite er- 
roneous. Only one charge made orig- 
inally against Mrs. Bailie placed th 
blacklist in issue. The charge itself 
was withdrawn. 


Tells of Blacklists Elsewhere. 


“To now claim, as Mrs. Brousseau 
does, that the use of blacklists by the 
officers of the D. A. R. was dis- 
proved is entirely in error. Mrs. 


Bailie stated at the trial that, while 
she had no personal knowledge of 
the issuance of blacklists except in 
Massachusetts and which she pro- 
tested there, similar lists had been 
used in Michi and Karisas and 
elsewhere, as the testimony submit- 
ted by her shows. 

“The testimony also showed the 
aid and encouragement afforded by 
the national officers, and particular- 
ly by Mrs. Brousseau, President 
General, and by Mrs. William Sher- 
man Walker, Chairman of the Na- 
- tional Defense Committee, to the ex- 
tension of the blacklist system of 
doubtful speakers and doubtful or- 
ganizations through the various 
States by the aid and encouragement 
which they gave, particularly to Fred 
Marvin, whose Key Men of America 
and Daily Data Service Mrs. Bailie 
criticized, and which had been criti- 
cized throughout. the puble press be- 
— ig Bailie’s pamphlet was 
put out. 

“The main nares against Mrs. 
Bailie was that while a member of 
the organization she had no right 
truthfully to criticize its officers, 
State and national, and that to do 
so in any way was to disturb the 
peace and harmony of the 
tion. Mrs. Bailie does not ieve 
that the right to criticize the mis- 
conduct by officers of the society 
which was tending to bring .it into 
ridicule and disrepute was lost by 
oining it. Apparently the Board of 

anagement thinks otherwise. Mrs. 
Bailie, moreover, does not believe 
that democracy in America has sunk 
to such a point that a Fascisti or- 
= of women is needed to 

efend it or that Congress intended 
that the D. A. R. as incorporated 
should be such a Fascisti system. She 
does not believe that the circulation 
of police gazettes of patriotism by 
irresponsible and discredited pur- 
veyors of malicious and mendacious 
labels and libels on honest men and 
‘women can be lawfully encouraged 
through a national organization of 
the descendants of the Revolutionary 
fathers. 


Will Press Blacklist Issue. 


“The matter of the use of black- 
lists of persons and organizations will 
not end with this trial. The. issue 


will continue as an open*@ne, as Mrs. 
Bailie will appeal to the tinental 
Congress next April and give the 
members of the organization as a 
whole a concrete opportunity. to. de- 
cide whether or not the right of free 
speech, the right of fair criticism by 
the statements not challenged as to 
truth, is a right which may be prop- 
erly denied to a member of an or- 
ganization composed of the descen- 
dants of men who established free 
government in these United States 
and in which liberty of speech and of 
the press was guaranteed. It will be 
open for the members of the society 
to decide whether they want the 
blacklist system to.continue.”’

STUDENT. FLIER KILLED,

Young Men Took Up Plane at 
New Jersey Field Without 
Permission, It Is Said.

| DENIES RAIN CLOUDS 


ARE DUE TO PLANETS 


Professor Green, Amherst Obser- 
vatory Director, Says Sun Spots 
Might Affect Weather. 


AMHERST, Mass., June 23 (®).— 
There is absolutely no connection be- 
tween the planetary bodies and the 
lack‘ of sunshine recently, according 
to Professor Warren K. Green, direc- 
tor of the Amherst College astro- 
nomical observatory. 

There may be some slight connec- 
tion between sun spots and terres- 
trial weather, he said, but it is very 
slight and has not been proved to 


the satisfaction of scientists. He also 


denied a popular fallacy that the 
moon affects the ‘weather. 

““*There’is"no moré explanation for 
the lack of sunshine the last few 
days than there is for a period. of 
five or six weeks when the sun shines 
continually,” said ud: Professor Green,

Long Crossing and: highway 
traffic between Middlepnort and Me- 
dina was. difficult... The gully east 
of Gasport became a miniature lake; 
Boys. were poling rafts in-five feet 
of water on former State Senator 
Thompson’s lawn this.afternoon, Cel- 
lars in all parts of Middleport were 
filled with water. 

Thousands of acres of. farm land 
around Albion were under-water and 
the property damage will run into 
thousands of dollars. Crops in Barre, 
Clarendon and Shelby townships were 
ruined..-Oak Orchard, Johnson and 
Marsh crecks were at the highest 
stage in seven years. Water poured 
over highways in places never before 
touched by floods. 

Medina reported. the rainfall as 
close to cloudburst proportions. West 
of the town, Highway No. 3 was.un- 
der. water for long. stretches. 
Shoulders of the road had. been 
washed. away in, places and the hard

Glenwood Lake was near the over- 
flow stage tonight and the water was 
still rising.

Three Expeditions, a New Pea- 
body- Attraction at Yale.

Of. These More Than 100 Are 
of Species Unknown Before to 
Science—Some of the Curiosities. 


The oceanographic collection as- 
sembled by expeditions of scientists 
under the direction of Harry Payne 
Bingham of New York City has been 
placed on exhibition in the Peabody 
Museum of Yale University at New 
Haven. The collection, which con- 
sists. of more;than 8,000 items, in- 
cludes more than 100. specimens of 
marine life’ unknown before to 
Science. 

Three expeditions were required. to 
bring together this material. The 
first visited West Indian waters and 
the coast of British Honduras. Eif- 
forts were chiefly directed toward 
making a collection of the less com- 
mon fish and other animals in the 
shallower waters, and of the various 
organisms which inhabit the ‘sea 
bottom to a depth of about 3,000 feet. 
As a result of this expedition; twen 
new species of shallow-water fis 
and seventeen new species of crus- 
taceans from various depths, all 
hitherto unknown to scientists, have 
already been identified. 

The., second dition -went .to 
Perlas Islands in the Ba a 
and the Gulf of California, the latter 
a comparatively little explored fau- 
nistic region, Many valuable items 
were found there, of which already 


fifteen species have proved new to 
science. 

The third expedition, considered 
the most. successful of the three, vis- 
ited the waters about the Bahama 
and Bermuda, Islands, The equip- 
ment included a specially constructed 
circular net, fourteen feet in diame- 
ter at the opening, which was proba- 
bly the largest net of its kind ever 
used in deep-sea collecting. As a re- 
sult of this expedition, thirty new 
species have already been identified, 
and it is expected that as many more 
will be found. These fish, now de- 
posited in Peabody Museum, | pre- 
served in alcohol and formalin, con- 
stitute one of the country’s most ex- 
tensive and valuable deep-sea ichthy- 
ological collections. 


A Fourteen-Foot Swordfish. 


The largest fish in the collection, 
one which holds its own in size with 
the extinct reptiles on the floor of 
the Great Hall of the Peabody Mu- 
seum, is a fourteen-foot swordfish. 
Among other notable specimens are 
a half-dozen sharks ranking in 


length from eighteen inches to eight | 


feet, a spotted ray, three flying fish, 
a slender houndfish, a large green 
moray suggestive of the traditional 


"sea gerpent,’? a set of snappers, in- 


cluding the - yellowtail; puffers, 
trigger fish, surgeon fish, cow fish 
and trunk fish. Among the more 
colorful examples are three angel 
fish, a brilliant dolphin, an amber- 
jack, a group of twelve wrasses and 
another group of eight parrot fish. 

Sportsmen will find in the collee- 
tion the barracuda, lady fish and 
several species of jacks. A strik: 
addition to the game fish exhibit will 
embrace a 300-pound jew fish, a 
large amberjack, a rooster fish, a 
seven-foot weakfish and a remark- 
able group of fourteen groupers of 
various sizes and colors. 

About 120 fish representative of the 
regions visited by Mr. Bingham on 
his expeditions have been mounted 
by Francis West, who accompanied 
him on these voyages and whose 
work is well known in American. mu- 
seums.'

New Lake County Organization

ROCHESTER, N. Y., June’ 23:—

York which inaccessibility and lack 
of native appreciation have permitted 
to lie undiscovered, and historic

“Since all of our students have 
failed to show any relationship what- 
soever between amount of extra- 
curricular load and § academic 
grades,;’’.. the en tae eomes report 
states, ‘‘the burden of proof would 
seem to rest on those who carelessly 
assume a. negative correlation in 
academic discussions. These indi- 
viduals usually: jump to the conclu- 
sion by citing: the case of an indi- 
vidual whose work was affected by 
an amount of extra-curricular load 
which for him, proved, to be. exces- 
sive. -As against an individual who 
forgets everything in a mad rush 
for non-academic laurels, .one. may 
cite numerous individuals who 
achieved curricular and extra-cur- 
ricular distinction with very little 
difficulty. The most heavily loaded 
man in our most heavily loaded 
group achieved the very unusual 
academic ‘distinction of making Phi 
Beta, Kappa in his junior year. The 
proof of the existence of a negative 
correlation cannot be derived from 
individual: instances. 


Reason Lies in Student’s Mentality. 

“Careful studies of the facts in 
the situation seem to indicate that 
we are dealing with completely un- 
correlated phenomena,’’ the report 


concludes. ‘‘A particular individual 
may be upset by extra-curricular 
activities, but the reason lies not in 
the activity but in his own. mental 
make-up. e plea for the abolition 
or curtailment of student activities 
might well become a plea for more 
careful and expert student guidance, 
and the individuals in need of guid- 
ance would probably be found in 
equal proportions among those ac- 
tive and non-active in extra-curricu- 
lar affairs.’’ 

The. part of the report dealing with 
athletes and. non-athletes is made 
to conform as closely as_ possible 
with ‘‘A- Study of Athletics and 
Scholarship at Columbia College,’’ 
which is part of the twenty-second 
annual report.of the Carnegie Foun- 
dation for .the Advancement. of 
Teaching published last year 

It has been found from the marks 
obtained in the. .examinations . of 
the College. Entrance Examinations 
Board, from the school records and 
the results,of a psychological test 
that the non-athletes stand slightly 
higher than the athletes on entrance 
into. college. .The difference, how- 
ever, is not sienitcant. The athletes 
show a slightly larger proportion of 
men attending Summer school or re- 
moving . deficiencies by reading 
courses, but there is only a 1 per 
cent. difference. 


Athletes Better in Discipline. 


With. regard to discipline, the 
athletes show a better record than 
the non-athletes. One man who took 
part in sports out of a total of 278 
in the class of '27 was dismissed 
for disciplina reasons during the 
four years of the college course, 
while six non-athletes out of 340 
were dropped from the yen 

If. as; many) athletes as non-ath- 
letes were dismissed because of 
studies. It has been found that the 
men who take part in rifle shooting, 
fencing .and on gymnastic teams 
have a higher record in scholastic 
work than the others. The average 
for the football team is lower than 
most of the other sports. 

According to the’ r the men 
who took part in extra curricular 
work on the yar in oe as well as - 
ticipating in athletics, stood hi eer 
in their academic work than those 
who es on the teams without 
assuming the additional load of 
campus work. 

‘“‘There is also some evidence of a 
drop in academic work in junior and 
senior year,’’ the report states. 
‘This evidence is not conclusive, but 
is worth following up in subsequent 
classes, since e curriculum at 
Princeton in the last two years dif- 
fers from that in the first two years 
by placing greater emphasis on inde- 
—< atugy. This evidence shows 

t the athletes adjust more stc- 
cessfully to the freshman and sopho- 
more years than to the junior and 
senior years.”’ 

The studies of the men who took 
no part in outside work, as com- 
pared with athletes and students in 
extra-curriculum activities, indicates 
that nothing can be found in the 
data sh the negative correla- 
tion which is assumed in academic 
discussions.

PALEONTOLOGY AND 
THE EVOLUTION OF MAN 


We Must Look to Physiologists, 
Chemists and Physicists to Ex- 
plain Its Natare, Says Watson. 











A distinguished. paleontologist; D. 
M. S. Watson, F. R. S., Jodrell Pro- 
fessor of Zoology and Comparativé 
Anatomy in the University of Lomdon, 
delivered the recent Romanes lecture 
on paleontology and the evolution 
of man, writes the London corre- 
spondent of The Journal. of- the 
American Medical Association. 

*‘He examined thé scientific method 
of paleontology as. applied to the 
study of man,” says the correspon- 
dent. ‘‘It was how seventy-two years 
since the Neanderthal man had been 
discovered, and since then four or 
five other extinct species had been 

added to the human family, but the 
remains were ‘still few and obscure 
in their relations to one another. 
Fossils must be used as postherds- 
were by archaeologists, and thus a 
geological ‘time scale’ might be 
formed. The animals discovered 
might be divided into groups accord- 
ing to morphologic resemblance, but 
between two animals belonging to 
one group, such as a lion and a cat, 
where ‘structure coincided, there 
might be difference of proportion in 
the size of particular organs. Such 
diffferences were illustrated by Peris- 
sodactyli. 

“Discussing the relations of mod- 
ern horses to one group of these, 
Hyracotherium, the conclusion. was 
that ali horses living today are the 
descendants of ‘some of the horses 
living at every earlier period. From 
such considerations it might be in- 
ferred that evolution commonly: Jed 
to modifications of structure which 
proceeded steadily with time, and 
that these changes of structure were 
generally such as to. produce greater 
mechanical fitness for the mode of 
life of the animals. But we could 
not be always sure that we were déal- 
ing with direct ancesters, and the 
process was often equivalent to treat- 
ing the dress of a man’s great uncle 
as eouivalent to that of his grand- 
father. 

“Passing to the special problem of 
the evolution of man, Professor Wat- 
son said that remains were very few. 
The most primitive humand remains 
a: et discovered were those of the Java 

ithecanthropus; then came n- 
thropus from Piltdown, and then the 
Heidelberg’ jaw. One might hope 
from these to discover the character- 
istic structure of early Pleistocene 
man, but varying resemblances and 
differences were found between the 
types: Thus, Pithecanthropus had 
immense bony eyebrow ridges; in 
Eoanthropus these were small. The 
lower jaw of Eoanthropus is like 
that of a chimpanzee, but the Heidel- 
berg jaw made no approach to an- 
thropoid. structure. 

‘The brain of Hithecanthropas was 
far fap epney than that of any modern 

man; the brain of WHoanthropus, 
though much ‘larger, was still smafi. 
Neanderthal man, the; next: to these 
primitive -types, was much 
more advanced, and his ves 
showed evidence of flint working and 
religious beliefs.

Fairy Tales Run in Cyeins. 


“Bast Anglia has produced some 


wonderful fairy tales. And, by the 
way, what is‘a fairy tale? It is a 
folk-tale often bdsed upon some 
legend. There are many and of dif- 
ferent types. Some are gruesome, 
others full of pathos, and others yet 
marked with humor. Yet all have a 
definite type, as is shown by the 
ancient stories of East Anglia. 

“In the world of legend, fairy tales 
hold a unique place. Modern .folk- 
lorists have classed these fairy tales 
into story cycles. The Cinderella 
cycle of stories ‘deals with an. ill- 
treated. heroine _ who 1s. ultimately 
identified -by means of a. slipper. In 
the Catskin cycle, the heroine flies 
from an unnatural father. She is as- 
sisted in her task by ‘fairy aid, 
through . which she. gets a "magic 
dress. She. flies disguised .in a 
catskin gown. A’ prince, while hunt- 
ing, finds her in the forest, and 
ta. es her to his palace * where she 
does menial jJabor.

owner. The farm consists of 358 
acres, 198 acres of this being , im- 
proved and 160 acres unimproved, in 
pasture, woodlot, &c. Of the culti- 
vated area, 147 acres was under field 
crops in 1927, and of ‘this’ 86 acres 
was in wheat. On the farm there are 
a1 1 horses, 4.4 milch cows, 9.7 other 
cattle, 3.2 sheep and 7.3 swine. 

“According to the estimate of the 
Dominion Government, the agricul- 
tural wealth comprised in this farm 
in 1927 was $14,451, the main item 
making up this totai being the value 
of the land, $7,000; the value of 
buildings, $1, 800; its implements, 
$1,380;. its live stock, $1,170, and the 
agricultural roduction for which it 
was responsible in that year; $3,090 
In other words, the average home- 
steader of Western Canada who 
came to the new country with prac- 
tically nothing to carve a home out 
of the virgin prairie had a ca) om 
of almost $15, in 1927 in the 
he had developed and the production 
he was responsible for in t year.

About 92,500 books and pamphlets 
on natural history subjects are now 
available to Chicagoans in. the li- 
brary of Field Museum, it was re- 
vealed in a report made public ‘re- 
cently by Stephen C: Simms, ‘Acting 
Director of museum.

BUDGET BUYING A FACTOR 





Y Women. Pian Their Purchases More 


Carefully — Ensemble. Idea 
Necessitates Grouping. 





Among various interesting points 
that have been raised lately in dis- 
cussions of modern retail mer- 
chandising methods is whether 
departments featuring ‘‘impulse 
goods,’”’ things that customers do not 
plan in advance to buy, still deserve 
main. floor positions. On the nega- 
tive side the contention is advanced 
that this kind of buying is not. so 
great as it used to be and that, be- 
cause of this, ‘‘impulse’’ depart- 
ments should be relegated to less im- 
portant sections of the store, Pro- 
ponents of the prevailing methods of 
handling such goods, who are in the 
majority, defend them strongly. 

In the latter group is one of the 
best-known retail store executives in 
the country. Discussing the matter 
with a Times reporter yesterday he 
said that it is safe to assume that 
no merchandise which does not pay 
a good profit gets a main floor BE mong 
tion in any properly operated re 
He added that in lines where the per 
sale profit is small, as in handker- 
chiefs, hosiery and gloves, the rapid 
turnover of the goods produces ag- 
gregate profits which warrant the 
valuable floor space given them. It 
was his opinion that turnover of 
these goods and of other ‘‘impulse’’ 
lines would drop sharply if they were 
made less accessible to shoppers. 


Women and “Impulse’’ Inseparable. 

“As long as there are women,” 
said an important executive of a 
prominent local store, ‘‘there will be 
‘impulse’ buying. This is especially 
true of lower-priced articles in all 
classes of stores. A Woman may 


come to a store, for example, to buy 
a few pairs of hosie On the way 
to the hosiery counter she sees a 
number of women grouped around 
the gloves. She pauses and sees 
what they are buying. Suddenly her 
own gloves seem shabby and lacking 
in style, although a few moments be- 
fore they were Sega at satisfacto 
She sees that rices are within 
her means, so she buys a pair, pos- 
sibly more. 

“Right there is an indication of the 
value of having ‘impulse’ goods easi- 
ly accessible. hey attract, and what 
might be called ‘crowd psycholo: 
makes them desirable and leads 
easy sales and rapid turnover. Had 
the glove department been in a less 
accessible position, the chances are 
that the woman in our illustration 
would not have been attracted to it 
by the other women grouped there, 
and her purchase would not have 
been made. A little thing, perhaps, 
but happening thousands of times 
every year in the bigger stores it 
soon becomes big.’’ 

In reply to the reporter’ s question 
whether “‘impulse’’ buying was larger 
in charge stores than in those which 
sell only for cash, an executive of 
another establishment . said he 
thought it was. Sales might not ex- 
ceed those of the cash stores in num- 
ber, he explained, but the volume 
was likely to be larger bacause more 
ex ensive things could be bought. 

“Most women do not carry large 
amounts of money when sho opping, " 
he added, ‘‘and, when this is the case 
and a good-sized purchase cannot be 
charged, it must be paid for on de- 
live By the time the goods are 
received C. O. D. the buying impulse 
frequently has passed and delivery is 
rejected. If the goods can be charged 
they are much more likely to be ac- 
cepted when delivered, the sale 
of inexpensive Fo are goods, into 
which this element does not enter, 
here is no reason why the cash store 
should not do as well as the charge,”’ 


Opposing Arguments Not Many. 

Opponents of main floor positions 
for “‘impulse’’ departments as a gen- 
eral proposition were not so prolific 
in their arguments as those who fa- 
vor them, but they brought out some 
interesting points nevertheless. One 


of these was that ‘‘impulse’’ buy _ 
not so active as it once was, and 
was attributed to more careful tiene 
ning,of purchases on the rt of a 
great many women before the rounds 
of the stores begin. The growing 
use of household budgets was given |b 
credit for this. These budge 

was. nointed out, set apart a efinite 
sum for apparel and related 
chases, and the oe requir 
keep within that amount in many a 
stances prevents the buying of mer- 
chandise for ‘which a sudden desire 
springs up. With tn> further growth 
of budgets, it is contended, ‘‘impulse’”’

cury., Averaging up results for the 
country as a whole, the opinion 
seems to prevail that retail business 
is bettering last year’s figures to 
only a slight degree, with wide. va- 
riations still a feature. 

This'comparison is. not so favorable 
when-it is considered that the floods 
last year held’ down, when they did 
not altogether’ eliminate, trade in 
wide sections of the country. On the 
other hand, trade must now struggle 
from the effects. of wide unemploy- 
ment and loss of purchasing power 
sustained in the reaction last Fall 
and that still persists in. certain 
quarters. 

Within the next. two weeks, the 
wholesale markets are looking for 
expanded buying activities. Retail 
buyers will not only be here to make 
early Fall purchases, but also to pur- 
chase merchandise for July and Au- 
gust sales. New apparel lines have 
been opened and comment on them is 
to the effect that they represent par- 
ticularly excellent values. Novelties 
and dress accessories for immediate 
needs have been especially active for 
this season of the year. 

If the orders being received now 
by manufacturers are any. criterion, 
and they usually are, stocks in the 
stores are not burdensome and pros- 
pects of active buying on new lines 
are brighter for this reason.

“Unchanged”’ is 
still the terse re- 
port that applies 
to the general 
business and in- 
dustrial situation. Seasonal quiet is 
developing but the recession is less 
pronounced than usual in those basic 
lines that have furnished most of the 
progress this year. There has been 
further easing in steel output, and 
the motor industry at Detroit has 
probably passed its seasonal employ- 
ment peak. Construction has de- 
clined a little from the May totals. 

Since the fast pick-up last January 
the curve representing industry has 
flattened out. The records set up in 
the key lines have been offset by in- 
different progress in less important 
branches. Carloadings have reflected 
this condition with averages that 
gained up to April and have about 
held that level since. 

From now on, progress with the 
crops should be the usual determin- 
ing factor. The reports are favor- 
able for the most part, although the 
speculative turn taken by prices last 
month has suffered reverses.

In- 
stead of figuring costs on capacity, 
mill owners say they will use the 
basis of normal sales volume and 
price their goods accordingly. 

This means that, instead of esti- 
mating cost per yard of goods as 
though the mill was to be run 100 
per cent. of capacity, the full charges 
will be taxed against about 75 per 
cent. of possible output. In short, 
the mills will charge the costs of 
their excess capacity against the 
goods actually made and sold and 
not on hopes of full operation. 

The attempt to meet the problem 
of overcapacity in this way will be

Gum and postage 
vending machines are 
not novelties and yet 
the expansion of auto- 
matic selling to in- 
clude almost a limitless variety of ar- 
ticles captures the imagination, par- 
ticularly as a plan now under way to 
enlarge this kind of service comes 
at a time when distribution costs are 
being so studiously analyzed. It 
seems proper to suppose that, where 
selling conditiong are practically au- 
tomatic, a machine might be used in 
trade just as a machine is used in 
industry. 

There are articles selling for small 
and fixed amounts and the customer 
would gain in time, and therefore in 
service, by having a machine make 
the sale. These are cases where 
price is the chief appeal. Where 
quality enters in principal degree, 
personal salesmanship is, and prob- 
ably will continue to be, required so 
that the merits of the product may 
be made plain. However, these vir- 
tues are today impressed on con- 
sumers in many cases through the 
medium of advertising and more 
often than not an article is called 
for by name. A button might just 
as well be pressed. 

Any survey of the field of selling 
that automatic vending can usefully 
cover cannot fail to make evident 
that a way has been at hand for 
some time to reduce selling costs. 
At the same time, a part of these 
savings should be passed on to the 
public just as the. machine in indus- 
try has contributed lower prices.

“During a part of the tomato sea- 
son more than half of the New Jer- 
sey shipments arrived by truck and 
for the entire period reported: they 
were 45 per cent. of the total New 
Jersey tomato deliveries.

Only 10 per cent. of the 
total receipts of peppers was brought 
by motor truck.

PARIS, June 20.—Premier Poincaré 
has chosen Sunday, which is Grand 
Prix. day, to give new money. to 
France in much the same fashion as 
Napoleon did on the Seventh Ger- 
minal in the year eleven of the 
French revolutionary calendar. 

For 125 years the Little Emperor’s. 
france. has been the legal, tender of 
the country. Now it is going to have

‘*They have called me Poincaré La 
Guerre,’’ he complained to friends 
the other day. ‘‘Now they will call 
me Poincaré La Fiallite.’’ President 
Doumergue in the loneliness of the 
Elysee is also resentful.

remembered..as the one in which 
| France went definitely bankrupt for 
four-fifths of her riches. 

It has been only under acute pres- 
gure that these two have yielded to 
the inevitable and consented ‘“‘to pay 
the price of i brtira?

“You say you don’t wish France to 
go bankrupt for four-fifths of her 
riches,’’ he argued. ‘‘But think what 
will “happen .if you compel the Pre- 
mier to resign with his whole Cabinet 
which represents all parties. It may 
not be four-fifths but. total bank- 
ruptcy which. will be the result.”’ 

With such arguments, with flattery 
and friendliness, he is said to have 
won over completely the man who 
only: three years ago was his. chief 
critic in the Chamber and the most 
outspoken opponent of Locarnoism. 

And with Marin in agreement Poin-

Chief of Bremen’s Crew Gets 
Backing of Ship Interests 
for His Projects. 


SEEKS WORLD AIR POWER 


On Success of Ocean. Hop, Baron 
Takes Lead in New Trend of 
German Nationalism.

BERLIN, June 21.—With the -re- 
turn home of the German transat- 
lantic fliers, aviation is driving deep 
into German polities. Its foremost 
spokesman is bidding for positive 
power in the Fatherland, and since 
he is a national hero equipped with 
considerable force and. intellect, he 
may well achieve it. Indeed,. there 
is no telling to what lengths he may 


project himself. and the cause he 
represents into his country’s devel- 
opment, 

The. man to whom: reference is 
made is Baron Gunther von Huene- 
feld, promoter and passenger of the 
first successful. east-west . flight 
across the Atlantic. 

Captain Herman Koehl and Major 
James Fitzmaurice of the Irish Free 
State piloted Baron von Huenefeld’s 
plane, the Bremen. The laurels of 
Germany’s affection and admiration 
have been hung about the necks. of 
these two heroes. The splendor of 
their deed has been fully appreciated 
and applauded. 

But to Baron von Huenefeld there 
has been awarded, in addition to the 
plaudits of the populace, a meed of 
respect, and echane in some quar- 
ters fear, that singles him out above 
his fellows. It is he and not his com- 
rades who holds. the centre of the 
German stage. He is their com- 
mander. 

Although he has no material .con- 
trol over their destinies, and despite 
the irksome character of some of his 
demands on them, Captain Koehl 
and Major Fitzmaurice carry out the 
Baron’s orders today with the same 
blind obedience they showed ° in 
carrying him from Baldonnel to 
Greenely Island. ee

Overcame Many Obstacles. 


Why is this spare young man, with 
his sharp, foxlike features, super- 
cilious monocle and dictatorial man- 
ner, able to dominate, not only ‘the 
two men whose courage and skill 
took the Bremen across the ocean 
through storm, fog and snow, but 
the imagination and esteem of his 
fellow-countrymen as well? 

In the first place, because the Ger- 
man people realize that without 
Baron von Huenefeld’s unshakable 


resolve and tireless endeavor, there 


would have been no flight from Ger- 
many to America. In the face of 
the defeat to which Germany’s in- 
itial transatlantic enterprise was 
doomed a year ago, this strenuous 
scion of the Prussian aristocracy; 
clamping his monocle more tightly 
in his one alert eye, went to work 
to collect the funds required for an- 
other attempt. 

He achieved his purpose in spite 
of his own continuous ill health and 
opposition in technical quarters and 
the press. And thereby he consoli- 
dated an already strong position 
with one of the most powerful influ- 
ences’ in German financial and po- 
litical life, the great shipping con- 
cerns of Bremen and Hamburg. 

The millionaire directors of the 
North German Lloyd and the Ham- 
burg-American Line knew that it 
was Baron von Huenefeld’s tenacity 
and brains, far more than Captain 
Koehl’s aeronautical ‘talents, that 
won for Germany the prestige of be- 
ing the first to traverse. the..clouds 
in an airplane from the European 
to the American Continent. hey 
analyzed their young protégé very 
carefully indeed, and decided that 
the already important and responsi- 
ble post he held with the North Ger- 
man Lioyd prior to the triumph of 
his undertaking, that of Director of 
Publicity, was a mere curtain-raiser 
to what he is destined to achieve. 

Since his aspirations run parallel 
to their own, these oceanic magnates 
for the present have placed them- 
selves squarely at his back, which 
means that he enjoys support su- 
perior to that vouchsafed any man 
of his age in Germany today.

Their Aims Are Autocratic. 


What ambitions and aims are 
Baron von Huenefeld and his back- 
ers out to attain? First of all the 
liberation. of German politics from 


petty partisan wrangling. 

Baron von Huenefeld is anti-demo- 
cratic. He believes. in absolutist 
rule. He is a monarchist in theory, 
but only to the extent: that Benito 
Mussolini favors..monarchy, as a 
symbol of autocratic or oligarchical 
‘dominance. His patriotism takes a 
Fascist trend. e wants to recon- 
cile the pest to the present without 
detriment to either. 

He venerates the exiled Kaiser, as 
his messages to Doorn. illustrates, 
but it is doubtful if he would wel- 
come William II’s restoration to the 
throne. There is more likelihood of 
his furthering the candidacy of the 
ousted sovereign’s eldest n, 
Prince William of Prussia, and then 
only if that youth were fully pledged 
to modernist ideas. 

For Baron von; Huenefeld, accord- 
ing his. lights, is thoroughly mod- 
ernistic. Hence his devotion to avi- 
ation, which répresents for him the 
most significant manifestation of the 
new order in human progress. 

His modernism bids him accept in- 





Italian Emigration Ban 


BERLIN @).—The restriction of 
Italian emigration since Mussolini 
became dictator shows its effect 
in the decrease of Italian workers 
in Prussia,, They equaled 110,000, 
or 12 per cent., of.the number of 
foreign workers before the war. 
This percentage decreased to 1.9 
per cent. in 1927, according to of- 
ficial ‘statistics. 

The number of foreigners find- 
ing employment in Prussia was 
19%317 last year. Of these 92,307 
had labor permits, placing them 
on-a par with German workers. 
They belonged in the main to 
German families in Czechoslova- 
kia, Poland, Austria, Holland and 
Yugoslavia, 

- The majority of other foreign 
labor is employed in agriculture 
and is overwhelmingly Polish.

Just as today the Reich’s aviation 
system in the mighty Lufthansa has 
become the greatest on earth and 
admirably dominant on the European 
Continent, so tomorrow, according to 
Baron von Huenefeld’s ideas, the 
Germans must gain a controlling in- 
fluence in the network of aerial 
transportation soon to be ‘woven 
about the globe. 

He wan German airplanes to 
achieve an even prouder destiny than 
German steamships have won. And, 
what is most important to the ship- 

ing lords of Hamburg and Bremen, 
be wants all German air services, at 
home and abroad, to be directed by 
and to be operated in harmony with 
the big transoceanic carriers of the 
North German Lloyd and the Ham- 
burg-American. 

This latter aim is bound to bring 
him into immediate conflict with the 
existing rulers of the air, the Luf- 
thansa and its associated foreign en- 
terprises. The forces he confronts 
are very strong. But it is doubtful if 
they are as strong as the shipping in- 
terests, and certainly they have no 
champion so well armed in their de- 
fense as this aggressive and agile- 
minded young nobleman.

No German of his years seems s0 
efficiently equipped for combat: in 
the political forum. Transatlantic 
fliers. apparently. readily acquire the 
knack of oratory. Colonel Lindbergh 
is a finished speaker. Captain Koehl 
and Major Fitzmaurice, who before 


they reached New York never made 
@ speech in their lives, can acquit 
themselves very creditably. 

But Baron von Huenefeld was an 
accomplished orator before he ever 
started to fly, and the practice his 
natural eloquence has since received 
has made him a past master of the 
forensic art. 

Given besides a combative spirit, 
forceful intellect and a personalit 
which, while not ingratiating in ini- 
tial contacts, can develop a marked 
magnetism, this particular idol of his 
Fatherland is likely to command at- 
tention and. enlist converts to his 
thesis for a long time to come. 

Officially, Baron von Huenefeld is 
Nationalist. But to Count von Wes- 
tarp and other aging chieftains of 
that party, the Baron may well be- 
come a thorn in the side, as Musso- 
lini was to the stand-pat conserv- 
atives of pre-Fascist ae How far 
he will go cannot be foreseen, of 
course. But among Germany’s com- 
ing Aenean aD he is potentially the 
outstanding figure.

VIENNA,” June 21.—The exultation 
felt by Austrian Socialists over the 
victory of their colleagues in the 
German elections is wearing off with 
the realization of the fact that, even 
in the face of ties binding the Ger- 
manic peoples, success in the North 
cannot aid or even: influence the 
cause of socialism here. 

It is natural that as long as the 
Socialists.remain in power in Ber- 
lin the Socialists in Austria will 
feel more kindly toward ‘‘Anschluss,” 
possibly to the extent of activity 
in taking it up, which the party 
heretofore has not considered. 
But there has been counterbalancing 
action in the ranks of Dr. Seipel’s 
Conservatives, who, if. they did think 
seriously of making advances to 
Germany, will throw them aside now 
when they. would be annexing them- 
selves to the Socialist Government 
of a greater power. 

Pan-Germans, of course, want any 
kind of ‘‘Anschluss’’ with any kind 
of Germany, but even if thev with- 
drew from their agreement with Sei- 

1, which is. unlikely, and joined the 
ocialists to vote for ‘‘Anschluss,’’ 
there would not be a sufficient ma- 
jority to ass the proposition 
through Parliament, 

“‘Anschluss,’’ in fact, received a set- 
back with the appearance of a 
Socialist Government in Germany. 
This may give Seipel the opportunity 
of telling Austrian advocates of the 
measure definitely that he is not in 
favor of it. The Chancellor here 
certainly is no advocate of ‘An- 
schluss,’”’, although he has avoided 
mca tai § anything on the subject, prob- 
ably because he does not wish to 
frighten his Pan-German allies. But 
if the Socialists should decide to come 
out for annexation, he could not help 
taking sides. 

There is no way, however, in which 
the. Socialists could force ‘‘An- 
schluss,’’ which might under the cir- 
cumstances help their position at 
home,.so the party as a whole de- 
rives nothing from the victory in 
Germany. 


Party Lines Hold Firm. 


Party lines—that is, between Social- 
ists and anti-Socialists—are definitely 
drawn, and what happens outside 
has no influence within this country, 
either on the Government or. the 
voters: one is for socialism with a 
deaf ear for the other side, which is 
for conservatism with an equally use- 
Tess aural organ. 

The election here last April was 
evidence for most intelligent politi- 
cians that the Socialists had reached 
their utmost strength in Parliament, 
and that national affairs will. con- 
tinue to remain in the hands of the 
Conservative parties as long as the 
territorial composition of e State 
remains unchanged. . The. Socialist 
Party, in fact, has more or less fallen 
in line and has discontinued the par- 
liamentary haranguing which dis- 
tinguished former sessions of the 
Chamber. 

If there has been a slight change 
in strength. since last year it has 
been against the Socialists, who may 
lose those few provincial votes they 
received by riots in Vienna last July. 
But it is more than probable in renee 
nary circumstances that Austria will 
continue to be 60 per cent. Conserva- 
tive and 40 per cent. Socialist indef- 
initely. 

The Government of the City of 
Vienna, which is Socialist by a large 
majority, likewise is strongly en- 
trenched; the annual propaganda of 
new tenement houses for workers 
has had its effect, and as these build- 
ings are completed just so many 
more Socialist families move in and 
may. be expected to continue good 
supporters of the party as long as 
they have lodging almost free of 
cost.

MOSCOW, June 21:—Unlimited pos- 
sibilities are held out by <the latest 
discoveries of the famouss, Russian 
physiologist, Dr. Ivan Petrovich Pav- 
lov, who, in the closing years of his 
long life—he is 80 and has just re- 
turned to Russia from a triumphant 
visit to England—is perfecting a 
series of experiments which take him 
back over centuries of superstition 
to the Greek ‘‘father of medicine,” 
Hippocrates. 

For thirty years Pavlov has been 
conducting experiments with dogs to 
establish. the. exact scientific prin- 
ciple of .their .‘‘conditioned re- 
flexes,’’ which in creatures of higher 
intelligence are, he\claims, the main- 
springs of character. 

By a painless process of fascinating 
interest but. too long to explain.in a 
cable dispatch, Pavlov has found 
that the animals react in varying de- 
gree to two sets of stimuli, positive 
and negative. Accordingly, he has 
concluded that they may be divided 
into: two itatory or san- 
guine, and inhibitive or phlegmatic. 

Hippocrates, 2,000 years ago, upon 
a basis of observation without precise 
scientific experiments, divided hu- 
man beings into the same classifica- 
tions, sanguine and ee aa 

A generation ago eud: tackled 
the problem of human psychology 
from a similar observation basis, not- 
ing certain causes and effects with- 
out being able to adequately explain 
the principles beneath them.

Establishes Neurasthenic Effects. 


In the past three years Pavlov, 
checking each forward step inch by 
inch, first with dogs and more re- 
cently with children, has established 
the following facts: 

In an individual of sanguine type 
a@ nervous disturbance, if relatively 
mild, produces a neurasthenic agita- 


tion and excitement and if it is} 


serious and prolonged a raving 
mania. 

The phlegmatic individual, on the 
other nd, reacts differently. If 
the disturbance is mild he develops 
inhibitions and various forms of hys- 
teria. If it is serious and prolonged 
he falls into a comatose or catalep- 
tic state. 

This sounds complicated, but it has 
wide and poignant importance’ be- 
cause Pavlov’s method permits a sen- 
sible and scientifically exact classifi- 
cation of the human types.

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MODERATION AT HOUSTON. 


On the eve of the Democratic National 
Convention the indications are pleasing 
that it will be-calm and orderly. Only 
a fool breaks his leg twice over the same 
stone; and the appalling display made by 
the ‘Democrats in Madison Square Gar- 
den.four years ago is something that no 
member of the party who is not either 
a hopeless fanatic or a lunatic would 
wish to repeat. Doubtless the memory 
of the chaos. of 1924 is having. its effect 
in tempering the exuberance of the dele- 
gates of 1928. ; 

This week’s convention will have one 
element, behind one. candidacy, predomi- 
nant from the. first. This could, if it 
chose, ride roughshod over the others. 
But the leaders of the movement to 
nominate Governor SMITH are proceed- 
ing with prudence and restraint. They 
do not propose to. do any steam-rollering. 
Nor do they wish to provoke and inflame 
a Battalion of Death. ._ Everybody is to 
be given a fair hearing. Favorite sons 
may be voted for as long as their sup- 
porters think that it is not ridiculous to 
keep their names before the cohvention. 
If the Smith managers have their way, 
and do not alter their present plans, the 
appeal throughout will be to reason and 
the inevitable deduction from the op- 
portunity which beckons’ to the Demo- 
cratic Party. There’ is no occasion for 
violent advocacy or bitter and persistent 
animosity. Party unity is to be sought, 
and an energetic Presidential campaign 
arranged for, but all can be done with- 
out riotous language or acts. 

There is @ reason more powerful than 
ordinary for a tolerant spirit at Houston. 
The convention meets with intolerance 
pressing upon it; so to speak, from out- 
side. Demands for ah un-American pro- 
scription in our public life have been and 
still are heard. They must be put aside, 
the more quietly the better. For we 
must never forget that democracy is as 
capable of taking an-intolerant attitude 
as was ever a monarchy or a theocracy. 
This was pointed out many years ago by 
DE TOCQUEVILEZ in his studies of democ- 
racy in the United States; He wrote 
that the old master of the Government 
said: .‘‘ You.shall think as I do, or you 
shall die.” Democratic intolerance mere- 
ly says: “You are-free-to-—think-differ- 
“ently from me, and-to retain your life, 
“ your property, and all that you possess; 
“put you are henceforth a. stranger 
“ among your people.” No such attempt 
at ostracism should be countenanced at 
- Houston. The best way to meet or pre- 
vent it is for the majority to act through- 
vut in a spirit of open-mindedness, mod- 
orgpion, and reasonableness.

TOWARD ADJUSTMENT. 


In its plank on “ Foreign Debts,” the 
Republican platform declared that * we 
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financial judgment.of the world, includ- 
ing the United States, is that the Dawes 
plan must be revised, or superseded, at 
Teast to the extent of letting Germany 
know the.total which she is to pay, and 
giving her a motive to clear it off early: 
Then the plan recently expounded and 
espoused by Mr. OWEN YOUNG with so 
much force will press for adoption—the 
plan, namely, of abolishing payments. by 
one Government: to another, and instead 
issuing securities which can be absorbad 
by private investors.. 

This is undoubtedly the scheme which 
Premier POINCARE had in mind, and to 
which he said that France would give a 
willing ear. If- she, who suffered most 
in the. war and who is in greatest need 
of having her ruthless devastation re- 
paired, is ready to make concessions in 
order to bring about financial stability 
in Europe, and to restore good-will: be- 
tween the nations that were at war, the 
United States cannot indefinitely hold 
back. If any country might be excused 
for being “ grasping”.in all this busi- 
ness, it is France, But if the negotiation 
for an adjustment goes forward as pre- 
dicted, it will be America that is left in 
possession of that bad eminence. 








SPENDING, SAVING AND 
CONSUMING. 


Not long ago, Wall Street was much 
impressed by a series of articles written 
in collaboration by Messrs. FosTeR and 
CATCHINGS and leading to the conclusion 
that the problems of industry could be 
solved only by the consumer’s decision 
to save less and spend more. The actual 
contention of.the writers was not quite 
SO sweeping as that; they admitted the 
theoretical propriety of reduced spend- 
ing and increased saving when aggre- 
gate constimers’ demand should have 
outrun producers’ facilities. But the 
gist of the argument was that the 
present industrial dilemma is a produc- 
ing capacity in excess of visible con- 
sumption. The citizen who spends his 
income increases consumption and there- 
fore helps to establish an equilibrium. 
But if he saves his income and invests 
it, directly or indirectly, in securities 
issued by manufacturing concerns to en- 
large their plant, he thereby helps to 
increase productive facilities while re- 
ducing potential consumption. 

If this conception of the duty of the 
thrifty was somewhat startling to dis- 
ciples of Poor Richard and the Parable 
of the Talents, it at least fell. in with the 
mood prevalent on Wall Street and in 
such industries as had begun to. wonder 
where they would find a market, with- 
out concession in prices, for their am- 
bitiously-extended output. To disinter- 
ested persons, however, the reasoning 
seemed entirely academic. Their natural 
comment was that the average citizen 
spends or saves, at? will presumably 
continue to do so, according to his per- 
sonal character or circumstances. There- 
fore, while the argument that he ought 
to adjust his use of surplus income to 
preserving equilibrium in trade might be 
unanswerable economically, practically 
it would get exactly nowhere. 

In the current Century Magazine, the 
same. authors return to the discussion, 
but with a good deal of qualification. In- 
dividuals as well as companies, they now 
admit, “must save.” The way out of 
the dilemma “is not to abandon the 
ancient virtue of thrift.” ‘Nevertheless, 
saving will “ cause a deficit of consumer 
“buying, unless the deficit is made up 
“in some other way.” How is this to be 
done? Their answer is, by “ higher real 
wages.” They even concede that ‘use 
of new money in capital facilities” may 
help to prevent over-production, through 
“ providing consumers with new money 
* wherewith to buy goods before the new 
“ facilities produce any goods.” But this 
conclusion strikes the reader almost as 
an anti-climax to the original argument 
for spending versus saving, It_is so far 
from a new discovery: in economic 
philosophy that it has been the con- 
sciously or unconsciously accepted prin- 
ciple ever since the beginning of 
modern industry. 

Neither can the contention be called 
new that judiciously planned construc- 
tion of public works will help to solve 
the over-production problem: ‘The idea 
of speeding-up work on public buildings 
and roads and other Government facili- 
ties, by way of relieving or averting un- 
employment, has been actually put. into 
practice for considerably more than a 
century.. The argument of the authors 
that such expenditure ought to be bet- 
ter planned is in line with recent formal 
discussions by various branghes of our 
Government. Messrs. FOsTer and CATCH- 


INGS emphasize, and quite correctly, the 


absence of satisfactory data on uniem- 
ployment, such as could be used in fram- 


: ing policies. But that matter also -was a 
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“ twelve months, in: order to_ 
« prosperity.” They do not discuss the 
probable response, supposing that the 
Government, at some subsequent junc- 
ture, should announce that it had seen 
fit to reverse its plans. 








PRESENT BY RADIO. 

Nothing more has been heard of the 
suggestion that if sizzling temperatures. 
persist at Houston the. business of the 
Democratic National Convention should 
be done in night ‘sessions. One argument 
against that proposal would be the radio 
audience, extending over 3,500 miles of 
longitude and four hours of time. “Mr. 
Hoover at Kansas City was nominated 
at 11:20 P. M. Central Time. This 
meant 1:20 A. M. New York Daylight 
Saving... Had the Republican Conven- 
tion met at San Francisco people in the 
East would have had to sit up to 3:20; 
and only the very hottest state of sus- 
pense would keep a radio audience out 
of bed till that hour. One of the proba- 
bilities of the future is that convention 
cities will be a monopoly of the Missis- 
sippi Valley... A night session too far 
West means post-midnight hours for the 
Atlantic border..On the other hand, a 
morning session in a New York conven- 
tion hall would be pre-breakfast in San 
Francisco. If ever Madison Square Gar- 
den witnesses another battle like that of 
1924, rural citizens of the Pacific Coast 
would have to tune in at 7 o’clock A. M., 
when the shooting begins on Eighth Ave- 
nue at 11 A. M. New York Daylight 
Saving. 

Convention auditoriums may possibly 


grow smaller. It is no longer necessary |’ 


to be present in the body in order to 
catch the color and drama of a national 
convention. By sticking to the radio 
much of the tedium can be escaped. A 
click of the switch and fifteen minutes 
of inflated elocution may be eliminated. 
When television comes, the distant.audi- 
ence may have the sights as well as the 
sounds of the auditorium. If one cannot 
positively do without the synthetic 
demonstrations one can have them. But 
here, too, the blessed veto of the radio 
switch will be available. The distant 
audience can take its ten minutes of 
shirt-sleeved delegates parading the hall 
in standardized frenzy and then turn to 
better things. It may even come about 
that those calculated outbursts of en- 
thusiasm will diminish in duration and 
fervor. With the eyes of a considerable 
part of the country upon him—including 
his own family at home—a delegate may 
be impelled to moderate his Dionysiac 
furies. 

That radio is bound to make short 
work of good oratory in convention halis 
and in Presidential campaigns is far 
from certain. It is true that for men 
like Mr. HoOOvER who are not at their 
best in facing crowds, the radio is a 
blessing. But the converse does not fol- 
low. <A real orator is not crippled by 
the radio. Emotion carries very well 
through the air. At least we have no 
reason.to expect greater limitations on 
the speaking voice than on the singing 
voice, and music nowadays fills the air. 
The Jefferson Brick style of rhetoric 
may suffer, but that should not be a 
loss. Really good speaking, as experi- 
ence has shown, transmits its thrill by 
the “invisible channels.” On the part 
of the-.radio audience in the aggregate 
there is an intentness and concentration 
not always possible among the distrac- 
tions of a great crowd. The new inven- 
tions may yet turn out to be a gain for 
the rational speaker as against the 
table-thumper. 








COMPANIONABLE SILENCE. 


After the long debauch of words at 
Kansas City it may be refreshing to 
muse on silence, expressive or unexpres- 
sive, Often people admire most qualities 
which they don’t possess. That may be 
one reason why Mr. CooLipGse’s natural 
economy of speech, however balked by 
the necessary official expenditure of it, 
has pleased so many Americans: Per- 
haps it is more probable that, as a social 
and garrulous folk, they wonder at and 
like a talent that seems different from 
their own. It has been supposed to be 
inherited by Mr. CooLipce from genera- 
tions of Yankee farmers, Vermont farm- 
ers. Mr. EDWARD. RocKwoop, founder 
of The Vermont Review, makes this un- 
communicativeness another form of the 
Vermont characteristic, “ parsimony.” 

Generalities are dangerous. Like the 
rest of the Yankee world, Vermont has 
its share of wastrels and chatterboxes. 
Mr, RocKwoop even jabs Senator DALz, 


whose Calvinism is suspect, for his | 


closemouthedness. Some observers of 
the older Yankee race have been tempted 
by the theory that it is constitutionally. 
even. lazier than the rest of us, works 
hard because fate and necessity so ordain 
and because anything unpleasant under- 
taken thereby becomes a “duty” or 
“Puritan” pleasure. Thrift—to put a 
pleasanter face on “ "has 
an intelligible motive and object. If lazi- 
ness be put aside, to what end, for 
what gratification, is reticence? In The 
Springfield Republican Mr, Epwarp E.

GREAT IS TEXAS. 


Texas will amaze most of the dele- 
gates from the North.and West who go 
to Houston. All of them no doubt could 
quote General SHERIDAN’S famous com- 
parison of the State with Hades, which 
no longer ruffles a Texan. When the de- 
cision was made to hold the convention 
at *-ouston the feeling of people in dis- 
tant parts of the country was that Texas 
had been too highly honored. The cyn- 
ical said that it was a political bargain. 
But that did not tell the whole: story. 
Texas would have to be big enough to 
deserve its good fortune—and it is. After 
all, Texas is no portentous upstart. In 
Texas there is a good deal for the aver- 
age American to learn. 

General SHERIDAN made his jibe when 
he was in command of the Department of 
the Gulf after the Civil War. Army duty 
in Texas was one thing after another; the 
civilization was nothing to boast of, the 
arts were neglected, and the Summer 
climate was trying. But.there was good 
human stuff 1 Texas even in that day. 
“J,etters; diaries, and reminiscences that 
have come down to us,” says CHANNING, 
“ give the impression that most of the 
* colonists were hard-working, God-fear- 
“ing men and women of the very best 
“type for so arduous an enterprise.” 
Since the Civil War robust people of the 
same type have been coming in f-2m 
other States, and with the descendants 
of the pionzers have made Texas a great 
Commonwealth. The estimated popula- 
tion on J:y 1, 1927, was 5,397,000. The 
value of the: »tton crop in the same year 
was $413,020,00C, of the corn yield $77,-

HOUSING THE SUPREME 
- COURT. 

One of the projects that died in the 
closing hours of Congress was the bill 
establishing a commission to draft plans 
for a new. building for the Supreme 
Court of the United States. It passed 
the House, but failed in the Senate. 
There is no longer any disputing the 
Court’s need for new quarters. Con- 
gress has already set apart a site, just 
north of the Congressional Library, and 
appropriated $1,500,000 for acquiring the 
land. The next step is to authorize Chief 
Justice Tart and appropriate representa- 
tives from the Court and Congress to 
proceed with the plans for a structure 
in keeping with other buildings of the 
Capitol group. 

Before Congres adjourned Judge Tart 

before the committee in charge 
of this legislation and made an appeal 
which should move his friends of the 
legislative branch to prompt action. The 
Court today has a magnificent room for 
public deliberations, but that is about 
all. It has no place for consultations, no 
quarters for the lawyers, no adequate or 
accessible storage for its records. One 
day recently when Justice VAN DEVAN- 
TER and Justice BRANDEIS wanted to con- 
sult a certain document in the files, 
which are scattered in many depositories, 
some under the Senate Office Building, 
some in the basement of the Capitol it- 








self, it took the Clerk of the Court two. 


days to find it. Two of the justices 
have chambers “ in a remote place in the 
“ Capitol, upstairs; the rest in their own 
“ homes.” 

All this will be changed when the 
Court gets a building of its own. Fora 
long time many of its own members were 
loath to move. “There was a feeling 
‘that it would be too bad to get out 
“from under the Dome of the Capitol.” 
The room had its historical associations, 
not alone in connection with the Supreme 
Court but as the old Senate Chamber, 
which once reverberated to the oratory 
of WEBSTER, CALHOUN and CLay. So 
strong was the sentimental impulse that 
when Chief Justice TAFT first put the 
proposed change to a vote of the Court, 
it carried by five to four. But lately 
‘conditions have become intolerable. Few 
of the lesser Federal courts the country 
over are so poorly housed. The new 
building will afford adequate space for 
chambers, consultation rooms, library 
facilities, storage space. 


PLAIN ‘WORDS ABOUT ART. 

Fine werds butter no parsnips for 
the American artist, and with criticism 
tending toward the technical, it is inter- 
esting to find the French writer, LEon 
WertTH, taking sides with the plain 
words now so seldom heard in the dis- 
cussion of art. Humble, sincere, spon- 
taneous words are the only fit homage 
to pay to the great efforts made by art- 
ists,:he says, and adds that of course

Provide Spur for Effort, 
British Engineer Says. 








FINDS GENIUS DESTRUCTIVE 





Sir Alfred Ewing Declares Mankind 
Is Being Equipped With Too 
Many Engines of War. 





By ERNEST MARSHALL.

LONDON, June 8&.—Necessity, it 
has been said; is the mother of in- 
vention., When will man’s necessity 
end? Sir Alfred Ewing, one of the 
foremost of British engineers, be- 


lieves that the extraordin scien- 
tific progress achieved during the 
past century cannot be maintained, 
especially because the need for new 
inventions does not provide a suffi- 
cient spur for human effort. On the 
other hand, a report recently issued 
as a British Parliamentary white 
paper, shows that in a single year, 
7997, no less than 35,469 applications 
for patents were received at the of- 
fices of the Controller General. of 
Patents, 

According to this report the 
est inventive activity is to be 
in chemical industries. 
most marked increase in the domain 
of applied organic chemistry and es- 
pecially in the manufacture of dye- 
stuffs, synthetic drugs and the cat- 
alytic syntheses of methyl alcohols 
and such like. There was an in- 
creasing number of inventions relat- 
ing to the manufacture and dyeing of 
artificial silk, and processes directed 
to the knitting, spinning and weav- 
ing of the same. 

In the production and economic use 

‘of fuels, also, there were numerous 
new inventions, and in electrical in- 
dustries the increased application of 
electric power to industrial and do- 
mestic requirements had led to many 
new discoveries. 


Six-Wheeled Vehicles. 

In the transport industry there had 
been a great development of six- 
wheeled vehicles with twin-driving 
axles. There was an increased pro- 
duction of flexible body work and 


devices for facilitating speed-chang- 
ing operations. In aeronautics the 
metal construction of planes, auto- 
gyro machines and the use of slotted 
wings to Bigs stability at low flying 
speeds had led to many new patents 
being recorded. Researches made in 
recent years in such matters as ul- 
tra-violet radiations. and vitamins 
had resulted in a large inflow of ap- 
plications concerned with medical 
and surgical appliances and the prep- 
aration of foods. 

The conclusion arrived at by the 
Controller General of Patents was 
that invention was active in new and 
flourishing industries and quiet in 
the depressed trades. The advent 
of research assocations and the in- 
creased research undertaken by big 
_ business companies were responsible 
for the fact that inventions based on 
patient investigation which tended 
to promote a steady advance in the 
arts had: increased in. number. in 
comparison with inventions based on 
fortunate inspirations or brain waves 
which represented a less continuous 
progress in the arts. 4 

Sir Alfred Ewing holds the opinion 
that much of the inventive faculty of 
the human race has beenvdevoted to 
purposes which have contfibuted. to 
the evil rather than the-'well-being 
of the world. .‘‘Can the recent. as- 
tounding pace of discovery and in- 
vention be maintained?” he asked, 
in a lecture before the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, which has been cele- 
brating the centenary of its incor- 
poration by royal charter in June, 
1828. “Or does a time approach 
when engineers will sit down like so 
many Alexanders to lament a too- 
completely conquered world of me- 
chanical things, just-as a time comes 
to geographers when there are no 
more regions to explore?’’ 


Looks for a Slowing Down. 


Sir Alfred disclaimed any idea of 
posing as a prophet, but he doubted 
whether the coming century would 
see developments in the application 
of natural resources comparable to 


those of the past hundred years. 
There was more likely to be a lull in 
the revolutionary fervor of the en- 
gineer and the inventor. Mechani- 
cal devices would be inereenney 
used, but probably they would be- 
come standardized and taken for 
granted, like watches. Improve- 
ments would be made, but would at- 
tract little notice, for the things 
they affected would be the common- 
places of life. 

“Tt may very well happen,” said 
Sir Alfred, ‘‘that the mental energy 
of mankind which had been flowing 
so strongly in one direction during 
the past century would now seek and 
find outlets in other directions.” 

One reason for Sir Alfred Ewing’s 
pessimism was that all the efforts 
which had been devoted to applying 
the sources of er in: nature to the 
use and convenience of man, success- 
ful as they had been in creating for 
him new capacities, new comforts, 
new habits, left him at bottom much 
what he was before. The splendid 
march of discovery and. invention, 
with its penetration of the secrets of 
nature, its consciousness of wer, 
its absorbing mental interest, its un- 
limited possibilities of benefit, was 
doing nothing toward the betterment 
of the character of man. It had not 
softened his primitive instincts, or 
had it developed his sense of law and 
order and righteousness. 

During the war Sir Alfred Ewing 
was in charge of a government de- 

artment. It was a shock to him to 

ind that a nation’s:eminence in ap- 
plied. mechanics did nothing to pre- 
vent a reversion to savagery, con- 
scienceless, unbridled, made only the 
more brutal by its vastly increased 
ability to hurt.. The wealth of

JAPANESE LIKE PLAYS 
FEATURING MUSSOLINI 


Three Pieces Running in Island 
Kingdom Are Drawing 
Large Houses. 





The news from the Tokio corre- 
spondent of La Tribuna of Rome 
that for over a month the Tokiwa-za 
Theatre, in the Asakusa quarter of 
Tokio, had been crowded nightly by 


Japanese working-class folk anxious 
to see ‘‘Mussolini,’’ a three-act play 
by Shimoi and Atakaji, has brought 
from the Japanese capital a descrip- 
tion of the play and the information 
that there are no fewer than three 
plays running in Japan with the 
same hero in evidence. 

The interest, which the authorities 
do not discourage, is said to be due 
to the fact that, while the personal- 
ity of the Duce appeals to the Japa- 
nese imagination with its prototypes 
in the history of Nippon, Japan, like 
taly, also had a narrow escape from 
Bolshevism and has long been await- 
ing a leader from the people who 
would restore the dignity of the 
throne with work and discipline for 
the people, 

The first act of the Tokiwa-za play 
shows Mussolini as a refugee in 
Switzerland defending the rights of 
the people against speculators and 
profiteers and studying in his garret 
while other political exiles are spend- 
ing their time drinking in taverns. 
The second act shows the hero as 
editor of the Socialist Avante at 
Milan and his defying of his party 
by gt. oe Italy to enter the war on 
the ‘‘Japanese side.’’ 

What happened in the war is re- 
lated in dialogue at the beginning 
of the third and last act; then come 
the failure of the general’ ‘strike 
which was to annihilate Fascismo 
and the failure of the Facta.

SETS RECORD IN LENGTH 


Summary Published at Berlin Shows 
Compromise Toward Trotsky’s 
Position. 


The draft of a new program for 
the Communist International, to be 
submitted to the Sixth Congress of 
that organization, was completed on 
May 25 by the Program Commission 
of the Executive Committee of the 
Communist International and has 
been printed in the Moscow Pravda, 


the official organ of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union. The draft, 
which is practically sure of approval 
by the Executive Committee and by 
the delegates to the Sixth Congress 
next October, filled twenty-two. col- 
umns in Pravda, which looks like a 
record, even for Communist pro- 
nouncements. ' 

As summarized by the Berlin 
Varwarts, the new program repre- 
sents a half-way victory. for those 
Russian Communists, including Leon 
Trotsky and his followers, who cling 
to the eventual salvation of the Rus- 
sian revolution through a world-wide 

roletarian revolt. At the same time, 
t attempts to compromise by seek- 
ing adaptation to present conditions 
in other countries. 

After the usual ‘denounciation of 
the Socialist leaders of the world, 
who are characterized as ‘labor 
leaders corrupted and demoralized by 
imperialism,’’ the program points 
out that revolution arises from capi- 
talist conditions and that the irregu- 
larity of its development is one of 
capitalism’s iron laws. Consequently, 
the international revolt of the pro- 
letariat cannot be regarded as an 
action that can be put through every- 
where at the same time and in the 
same way. This means that socialism 
can win in a few countries, or even 


falling into line. 

In the third section of the program, 
which treats of the final aims of the 
Communist International, it is de- 
clared that communism needs a pe- 
riod of socialism as a historic pre- 
liminary. In this stage, Communist so- 
ciety is just arising from the capi- 
talist system and is hampered by all 
the evils of the old society in an 
“economic as well as a moral and 
mental sense.’’ 


Concessions to Peasants. 


Far-reaching concessions are made 
to the peasants’ ideas of property 
in the fourth section of the draft, 
which handles the matter of the 
transition period from capitalism to 


socialism. The lack of organizing 
ability among the proletarians, as 
evidenced in Russia, is also taken 
into account. Furthermore, it is 
noted, in accord with the present-da: 

program for Russia backed by Josep 

Stalin and his partisans of the ruling 
faction of the Communist Party, that 
private business may be allowed to 
flourish up to a certain stage, but 
that the technical and economic ad- 
vantages enjoyed by the Soviet ma- 
chinery of production eventually will 
force what is left of private capital 
to the wall. 

It is contended that in countries 
where capitalism is highly developed, 
such as the United States, Great 
Britain and Germany, the jump from 
a bougecls régime to a ‘‘dictator- 
ship of the proletariat” is quite 
feasible. But in countries where capi- 
talist development is only in ,its be- 

inning, such as Russia in 1917, or 

oland today, and where ‘‘bourgeois- 
democracy’’ has not attained its full 
stature, the bourgeois-democratic 
revolution may be transformed quick- 
ly into a social revolution in some 
cases, while in others such trans- 
formation may take a long time. And 
in colonial and semi-colonial coun- 
tries the ‘‘dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat’’ certainly can only be 
reached through a whole series of 
preparatory stages. 

Russia and the ‘‘international 
social revolution’’ are the subjects 
of the fifth section of the program. 
It is explained that Russia, under 
the pressure of the general crisis of 
capitalism, is becoming the powerful 
lever of the international revolution. 
But at the same time, Russia is 
compelled to exploit its economic 
relations with the capitalist nations 
through skillful manoeuvring. The 
alleged menace of military interven- 
tion in Russia is offered before the 
Communists of the world, but ap- 
parently they are expected to be re- 
assured by the asseveration that any 
such intervention would result in a

The draft program concludes with 
the final sentences of the Communist 
Manifesto; which moves Vorwarts to 
remark that, ‘‘unfortunately, Marx 
and Engels are no longer able to 
defend themselves against this bar- 
barian misuse.’’ 


FARMERS LOSING SHYNESS. 


“Green International” to Cooperate 
With Geneva. Labor Organization. 


The: embattled farmers of a num- 
ber of European countries, loosely 
united in the so-called Green Inter- 


national, have resolved to throw off 
some of their reserve toward other 
international organizations and to 
cooperate with several world-wide so- 
cial and scientific ‘bodies, according 
to a report of a conference of their 
delegates in Vienna printed in the 
Arbeiter-Zeitung of May 26. 

During the conference, which was 
presided over by President de Vogué 
of Paris and was welcomed by Chan- 
cellor Seipel, President Hainisch and 
Minister of Agriculture Thaler of the 
Austrian Republic, it was resolved 
to ask all agricultural organizations 
to participate in the work of the Ge- 
neva Institute for the Scientific Or- 
ganization of Labor, and the confer- 
ence officially voiced its willingness 
to cooperate with the International 
Agricultural Institute in Rome and 
with the Labor Office of the League 
of Nations in matters concerning 
farm workers and social policies. 

Albert Thomas, director of the In- 
ternational Labor Organization, ad- 
dressed the conference and urged the 
employing farmers to put pressure 
upon their Governments with a view 
of having representatives of agricul- 
ture included in the delegations to

The entire week ‘has been a round 
of spectacular doings, including polo 
teas at Bagatelle and such races as 
the Grand Steeplechase, run at 
Auteuil last Sunday with President 
Doumergue attending the main 
event. This brings 400,000 framcs to 
the lucky owner and it was captured 
by the Belgian financier Loewen- 
stein, who has large Canadian and 
South American interests. 


Other Auteuil Events. 


Hurdle races in the middle of the 
week also drew a tremendous crowd 
to Auteuil, while the picturesque 
Prix des Drags today again filled 
this well-equipped race course, a 
number of spectators coming in the 
traditional: tally-ho coaches starting 
from the Place de la Concorde and 
winding their trumpets all the way 
to the course. 

It is the thing after the Drag Day 
races to repair to the Polo Club, 
where at the smartest garden party 
of the season tea is served under 
blooming acacia trees. 

The Grand Prix ball at the Opéra 
on the eve of the great race has been 
schemed in blue, every one being re- 
quired to have either a blue costume 
or some kind of blue ornament. 

The two most interesting affairs of 
the week were held at the Duc de 
Doudeauville’s historic residence in 
the Rue de Varenne in the old Fau- 
bourg Saint Germain quarter. The 
place was open today to the general 
public and drew throngs to see this 
structure, which is remarkable not 
only for its handsome staircase 
flanked by marvelous tapestries, but 
also for the unique gilded and carved 
woodwork adorning the grand: salon 
and grand gallery, up one flight. 

When the ancient Chateau de 
Bercy was demolished about 1860 
some of its. superb boiseries were 
bought by the Empress Eugenie and 
some by. Baron de Rothschild for his 
house nea: e Bois de Boulogne, the 
rest beingac uired principally by the 
a de Doudeauville for this man- 
sion. 


Brilliant Louis XV Soiree, 


On Wednesday this ducal host in- 
vited the smartest crowd gathered in 
Paris this season at any private func- 
tion to assist at a féte representing 
an evening gala in the early days 
of Louis XV. The women all wore 
costumes such as are seen in pictures 
by Watteau, with beautiful effects of 
color, and. white wigs similar to 
those in vogue two centuries. ago.

REMOVAL OF SHRINE 
STIRS JAPANESE SHADE 


At Least Treasury Officials Laid 
Strange Malady to Vengeance 
of Masakado’s Spirit.

The foreign language press of Ja- 
pan is printing more or less seriously 
the story of how the vengeance of 
the famous warrior Masakado, slain 
by an act of treachery 1,000 years 
ago, has made itself felt on account 
of a supposed affront offered the 
shade of the man by the Royal 
Treasury. Until a few years ago a 
shrine dedicated to Masakado 
adorned an alcove of the courtyard 
of the Finance Minister. Nearby 
was. an ancient lotus pond in which, 
according to tradition, the head of 
the warrior was washed after it 
had been severed from his body. 


After the earthquake of 1923, how- 
ever, which demolished the Finance 
Department ere ie the shrine 
was removed. and e pond filled 
up. Ever since then, it is said, mis- 
fortune had dogged the footsteps of 
finance officials. 

In 1926, Mr. Hayami, the Minister, 
died a premature death while seem- 
ingly in perfect health, and his. im- 
mediate successor became ill and 
had to resign; the present Minister, 
Mr. Mitsuchi, then was announced 
to be failing rapidly. 

Meanwhile, several officials of: the 
Same department had been suffering 
from a mysterious illness with which 
neither native nor foreign doctors 
appeared able to cope. Mr. Mitsuchi, 
however, in spite of his illness, is 
said to be far from superstitious and 
turned a deaf ear to all appeals to 
have the shrine and the lotus pond 
restored. Then suddenly, without 
giving any reason, he ordered the 
restoration made. On March 27, a 
Shinto service was solemnly held 
in the courtyard, workmen having 
meanwhile dug out the pond making 
it more beautiful than ever, and the 
shrine having been put back in its 
old place. 

At this ceremony Mr. Mitsuchi, 
apparently sound in health, was pre- 
sent, as were also Baron Sakatani, 
a former holder of the same office, 
the two Vice Ministers, the Bureau 
Directors, and all other officials of 
the department, and each, in turn, 
on the termination of the. service, 
approached the altar, burned incense 
poole ane offered up aly Pes 
silence for the appeasement 0: e 
soul of Tairano Sasakato, the hero 
of the Tengyo rebellion of 988 A. D.

*Insteada of hurting the indepen- 
dence of newspapers, advertising has 
hel and encouraged it. Indeed, 
and ‘without straining the imagina- 
tion too much, one might almost say 
that advertising is responsible not 
only for the great degree of inde- 

mdence American newspapers en- 

y, but for their very power to ex- 
ervise it. 

“Economic, independence is essen- 
tial to intelelectual independence, 
and that. is what advertising has 
brought to American newspapers. Its 
secret, insidious influence, of which 
laymen whisper, is a myth. The rev- 
enve it produces, which enables them 
to stand on their own feet and look 
the world in the face, is a fact—be- 
cause, for the first time in human 
history, they, owe nobody. No far- 
fetched, finely spun analysis is 
neceessary to understand why this 
must be so. Advertising is based on 
nothing so distinctly as lack of wpeys 
and lack of unity méans mosis ie 
distinctly as the utter impossibility 
of exerting anything like concerted 
influence. Even if advertisers want- 
ed ‘to influence newspapers, they 
coula not do so, becausé they could 
not agree among themselves. The 
only common interest they have in 
newspapers, the only cause that ever

More. regrettableis the: fact of the 
absence, until the appearance of the 
new Russian;edition, of an entire 
scene, which would surely prove-one 
of the most significant ahd character- 
istic of the entire opera—the scene, 
hitherto unknown to the. public, be- 
fore the Cathedral of St. Basil: This 
episode was only included in Mous- 
sorgsky’s first. and .most , concen- 
trated: version of his work, and it 
has never reached the stage.. In the 
second version, the one that reached 
performance, it was replaced by the 
scene of the revolt in the woods near 
Kromy.

an interview. given to the Rus 
sian newspaper Rul, Igor Stravin- 
sky gives emphatic expression to 
his views on modern music. b 
“The tendency of critics and news- 
paper men to express everything in 
‘clichés’ seems to me to be hateful,’’ 
he says. ‘‘I cannot understand, for 
instance, what ‘is. meéant .by ‘atonal’ 
music. One thing is sure, there is 
not in. my.music the slightest trace 
of romanticism. ‘How could any. one 
nowadays be romantic? It. is. my 
opinion that romanticism is gone for- 
ever. This. applies ‘equally to life 
and music: Romantic music was a 
product of sentiment. and imagina- 
tion; my music’ is a’ product of mo- 
tion and rhythm. Nobody has found 
as-yet-a-suitable name-for this new 
tendency -'in ‘musical ‘development. 
Nor did the romanticists know how 
we would refer to them. We stand 
at the foot of an immense mountain 
through which we cannot see. The 
critics ‘hdve' always misunderstood 
me. They say that I revived in 
‘Oedipus’ the old-time oratorio. « As 
a matter of fact, I never look back- 
ward. ‘Oedipus’ was no deviation in 
my forward path, but another step 
on the way I began with ‘Petrusch- 
ka.” In ‘everyday life we choose our 
garments.to fit the occasion, though 
our personality is the same whether 
we wear .a. dress suit or pajamas. 
The same applies to. art. I garb my 
ideas in robes to fit the subject, but 
do not change my personality. Many 
people are amazed that I chose.a 





Latin text for ‘Oedipus.’ I decided 
quite some time ago to use a dead 
language in. preference to a modern, 
in order to avoid loss of. dignity 
through -colloquialism. Latin is ex- 
cellently. suited for the sublime theme 
of ‘Oedipus.’ ” 

Speaking ‘about: opera‘ in -genera!l, 
Stravinsky said: ‘‘Music drama, ex- 
alted as it was by Wagner,.leaves me 
utterly indifferent. Wagner makes 
music of the drama; I make drama 
of the music. -Without any intention 
to belittle Wagner; I must confess 
that I find ‘his’ compositions unim- 
portant. I admire’ Verdi, though his 
last works °(‘Othello’ and © ‘Fal- 
staff’) leave. me cold: Beethoven 
attracts “me even Jess, but I like 
Bach and. Mozart and, strange 
though it may sound, Weber also. 
Naturally, it is not the latter’s-ro- 
manticism. which. impresses me, but 
his technique. and. instrumentation. 
I also admire Glinka and. Tchaikoy- 
sky. ‘Boris ..Godunoff,’: .however, 
doesn’t appeal. to..me,: perhaps. .be- 
cause it. is. ‘music. drama.’. I keep 
my former. teacher, ._Rimsky-Korsa- 
koff, in pleasant and affectionate re- 
membrance, but.I. confess. that 
don’t. care for his music... There is 
one thing in..music, I dislike. even 
more than romanticism and that is 
eroticism, as found in the works of 
Scriabine, whose talents are in my 
opinion very moderate. I had better 
not speak about the moderns. With 
every respect to a few talented ones, 
it seems to me that nothing startling 





has been written. However, 1 am an 
optimist and do not fear a ‘crisis’ in 
opera.”

We have also had: to admit our 
inferiority as regards orchestra con- 
ductors. -One cannot’ have every- 
thing. France possesses a brilliant 
galaxy of composers, of excellent 
pianists, of incomparable wood-wind 
players; but let us freely acknowl- 
edge that we lack great orchestra 
leaders. The best we have, Pierre 
Monteux, conducts in America and 
Holland. We have) other leaders 
‘who are excellent musicians, but* we 
have no such shining lights of the 
type of Mengelberg, Toscanini and 
‘Furtwangler. Still, we can. submit 
to this situation, for the admirable 
results obtained by a Franz Schalk 
of the Vienna Opera or of a Bruno 
Walter show that with patient. labor 
and numerous. rehearsals we may 
still attain perfection. without. .be- 
longing. to. the race of ‘the domi ands 
of the orchestra.

OF VANDALS

LONDON. 
ECENT -éxperiments in radi- 
ography have ted to such 
amazing results in the detec- 
tion of picture frauds, the as- 
certaining of the amount of restora- 
tion to which works by ‘the old mas- 
ters have -been subjected, and even 
the unexpected discovery of price- 
less masterpieces under the strata 
of pigment superimposed in the 
course of centuries by the brushes of 
ruthless vandals, that one may safe- 
ly proclaim the dawn of a new era 
as regards methods of collecting an- 
cient pictures. 


By submitting old paintings torcthe 
test of the X-rays, intending pur- 
chasers of highly priced ‘old masters 
will be able to obtain’ evidence of 
authenticity far more convincing 
than the certificates by real or al+ 
leged authorities ‘upon’ which ‘they 
have to rely ‘at present.

a far-reaching advance along the 
line of reunion. Overtures, as they 
are called, had beeri received from lo- 
cal churches, and. these ‘were wel- 
comed with unanimity. °~ 

The General Conference has ap- 
pointed a commission of twenty- 
seven, that’is, of seven Bishops, ten 
other ministers and ten laymen, to 
consider all possibilities of. union 
with other religious bodies. This_is 
certainly a definite step in advance. 

On their side, the Presbyterians, at 
their General Assembly. held. at 
Tulsa; Okla., in May, referred the 
proposal to their Standing Committee 
on Reunion which will meet: at an 
early date to consider the matter. 
The movement ‘toward reunion is 
thus bilateral. 

But it should be realized that, ac- 
cording to precedent, all such nego- 
tiations between churches are Jong 
and delicate. “An immediate result is 
not to be expécted. 

Any reunion so far-reaching as 
that now suggested would be obvi- 
ously an event that.would affect the 
thought of Protestantism throughout 
the world. It is in the light of a 
general situation that the present 
proposals should be considered. 

Strength of the Churches. 

About the vigor of the Christian 
churches in the United States there 
can be no reasonable doubt. In The 
Christian Herald of April 14, Dr. H. 
K. Carroll presented his annual 
statistics of religious membership. 
The number of communicants was 
48,594,168. The increase for the year 
was 573,000—figures which, allowing 
for all reservations, are a challenge 
at once to an uninformed pessimism 
and to merely shallow and sensa- 
tional presentations of organized re- 
ligion. 

But the organization of these ad- 
herents to what is, in name at any 
rate, a common Christian faith has 
aroused, rightly or wrongly, an in- 
creasing volume of impatient criti- 
cism. The number of distinct. bodies 
is about 160, falling into fourteen 
main groups. One of the smallest de- 
nominations, the Plymouth Breth- 
+ ren, is divided into no fewer than 

six categories, nor is this a solitary 
instance of extreme sectarianism. 
Even the largest Protestant com- 
raunions are affected by a similar 
phenomenon. ; 

According. to Protestant traditions 
there is the same right in the indi- 
vidual to dissent from ecclesiastical 
authority that there is in the individ- 
ual to dissent, by revolution, from 
the political authority; but, as the 
Declaration of Independence itself 
insists, only for reasons adequate to 
justify so grave an act. The argu- 
ment heard today with increasing 
insistence is that schisms are main- 
tained for which all adequate rea- 
sons have disappeared. 


_ A Civil War Division. 


It should be borne in mind that one 
series of ecclesiastical divisions in 
the United States is attributable to 
the Civil War. During that fratri- 
cidal struggle the Roman and the 
Protestant Episcopal. church in 
this country retained their sol ity. 
But the main bodies of Baptists, 
Presbyterians and Methodists were 
split asunder into North and South, 
which breaches have never been 
healed. 

It is not only the memory of politi- 
cal utte-ances from the pulpits of 
the North (for instance, on the moral 
aspects of slavery) which still rankle 
in some minds south of the Mason 
and Dixon line. A new issue has de- 
veloped of a wholly different charac- 
ter. Crudely expressed, it is the dis- 
tinction between Fundamentalist ten- 
dencies in the South and Modernist 
tendencies in the North. This differ- 
ence, it should be made clear, is to 
be discerned less in specific formulae 


part of the latest policy under dis- 
cucaion. . ;

On this side of the border, {t should 
be added, there would arise the ques- 
tion, not applicable to Canada, 
whether. the Presbyterians with their 
strong aversion to prelacy, would ac- 
cept the ‘bishops of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church., If these bishops 
claimed.a sacerdotal authority, they 
would constitute undoubtedly an al- 
most insuperable obstacle to union 
of the ..kind.. proposed. But it, is 
agreed: that their ‘office is adminis- 
trative. It was ‘for -administrative 
purposes that they were consécrated 
by John Wesley, himself ordained 
only as a. priest, and the appointment 
to be a Methodist bishop is limited 
to a period of years. It is-not held 
that, apart from, his. appointment, 
he has attained to a status, in any 
way comparable with that of a bishop 
in the Catholic Churches. - 

On their side, the Presbyterians, 
as fully as the Methodists, recognize 
the importance of organizing local 
churches into groups. They have 
synods, and within the synods there 
have ‘developed executives, not dis- 
similar in their objects from the ad- 
ministration functions. discharged ‘by 
a Methodist bishop. The difference 
between the two Churches is thus 
more evident. on paper than in re- 
ality. 


Contrast of Doctrine. - 


Between the doctrines of the 
Churches there has_ been .a -.well- 
known contrast. By tradition, the 
Presbyterians are Calvinist, and the 
Methodists are Arminian. On this 
distinction, libraries have. been. writ- 
ten, nor isthe distinction unim- 
portant in its effect. on religious ac- 
tivity. To express it in simple terms 
is mot, however, easy. It has been 
said that most preachers are Calvin- 
ists in the study and Arminians in 
the pulpit. In any event, the meta- 
physical subtleties of the argument 
have long since ceased to influence 
the situation. 

It is enough here to say that, in 
Canada, a simple expression of faith 
was adopted to which the assent of 
Methodists; Presbyterians and Cal- 
vinists was asked and, in the main, 
conceded. 

Between the Methodists and the

important difference of origin. ‘The 
Presbyterians, greatly influenced by 
the Scottish character, proceeded di- 
rect from.the Roman Church of the 
Middle Ages, The Methodists, on 
the other hand, were strictly English 
and represented a movement within 
Anglicanism :that. ultimately. became 
autonomous. The Presbyterians thus 
include an aristocracy, indeed, a 
proud aristocracy, and in Scotland, 
it is to this church that King George | 
must ~ belong. The * Methodists 
preached among the people. They 
were ‘the Salvation Army ‘of the 
eighteenth century. They depended 
rather on fervor than erudition. 

Today this divergence in tempera- 
ment is scarcely discernible. . The 
Presbyterians and the Methodists in 
the United States maintain a.wor- 
ship anda social ‘service among the 
people which is fundamentally simi- 
lar. The Presbyterians have become 
more evangelical. ‘The Methodists, 
with their colleges, have become 
more erudite. 

The real obstacle to reunion is 
the agelong. disinclination of the 
churchés’ to move in such matters 
except under the pressure of events. 
In Canada there. had.to be a con- 
solidation. It was forced on the 
churches by the growth of the West- 
ern Provinces where a scattered 
population could not be asked to 
support multiple churches. It is un- 
certain whether a. necessity thus 
compelling has been recognized as 
yet in the United States. 

Again, the price paid for reunion 
is nearly always. further .disunion. 
The main .bodies of the respective 
communions coalese. ‘ But there are 
‘twee frees’? who secede. Such 
bodies may be small. But in Canada 
as in Scotland under similar circum- 
stances, they. exist. It should be 
added that the secessions do not ap- 
pear to affect new territories covered 
by the united church. In the West- 
ern Provinces of Canada and.in the 
foreign mission field, the united 
church is accepted with little ques- 
tion and the earlier dissensions are

ceived: by the national offices of the 
Boy Scouts of America in New York. 
The opportunity to take part in a 
major exploration venture is espe- 
cially attractive to the Sea Scout 
Division; ‘the’ older boys’ branch of 
the movement. <A large number of 
Sea Scouts from New York and Chi- 
cago have already signified their in- 
tention of trying for positions on the 
Antarctic trip. 

The-value of efficiently:trained Boy 
Scouts in all types of scientific ex- 
plorations and expeditipns is recog- 
nized by Commander Byrd, who is an 
Honorary’ Scout; In a recent state- 
sy ex- 
pect to take a Boy Scout to the 
Antarctic with me.. This boy will be 
chosen by the huge Scout organiza- 
tion this Summer., Why do I want 
a Boy Scout? Because health, loyal- 
ty, youth and ambition mean more 
to exploration than science and train- 
ing. I look for great things from 
my Boy Scout.” 

The Byrd Expedition will ‘be the 
third large recent’ exploration ven- 
ture in which Boy Scouts have taken 
part. At present there are three 
15-year-old Boy ‘Scouts on a camera 
safari in South Africa with Martin 
Johnson, and last. year the entire 
deck crew of the Northern Light; the 
John Bérden-Chicago Field ‘Muséum 
Expedition, tothe | Arctic, ‘was made 
up of eight:Chicago Sea Scouts.) 

‘The requirements which a. Scout 
must meet’ to become a member of 
the Byrd party have been announced. 
All candidates must have had a mini- 
mum of two: years’ mémbership, in 
the Scout Movement, attaining First 
Class or Able Sea Scout rank. The 
age limits are from 17 to 20; ‘that 
is,’ only boys ‘born between Aug.  ¥,

A descendant of the original Mont- 
golfier ‘is in the’ company, ' and ‘the 
factory ‘is* on the original ‘site. The 
family has been honored by kings 
in the course of that long’ span, and 
the ‘chronicle of its existence ‘is not 
without stirring passages. Several 
of the early Montgolfiers’ were ‘in- 
ventors, and two of them are‘held 
to have ‘been’ the ‘inventors ae the 
balloon. 


It was in 1095, according to the’ 
records of the company, that two 
Montgolfier brothers wernt into ‘the 
Orient with the first’ Crusaders. 
Only one ‘returned. His’ nephew, 
Jean Montgolfier, took part’ in* the 
Second Crusade, in 1147. It was his 
fortune to be taken ‘prisoner by the 
Saracens. They carried him ‘to 
Damascus, the account relates, .and 
set him to’ work asa slave in a mill 
where paper was made from cotton. 

Presently he managed to escape. 
He rejoined the Crusaders, and re- 
turnéd to France after an absence 
of ten years. Once home, he imme-

Paine thistle Difficulties. 
Many. difficulties. .awaited . 
Montgolfier “as a medieval pa 
Maker. He could. not get en 
cotton to. carry out the method he 
had learned, for cotton was a rarity 
in Europe in the Twelfth Century. 
It could only be obtained at great 
expense from, the merchants who 
traded with Venice, Then, he tried 
to find a ‘substitute for cotton. He 
experimented long and _ arduously 
until death ended his research. But 
before he died he had imparted his 

knowledge to his sons. 

Pierre and Jean Montgolfier, his 
sons, .carried on his work. They 
continued to try to finda substitute 
for cotton in the making of paper, 
and they: discovered that hemp, flax, 
and linen rags could be used. In 
fact, thesé made better paper than 
the cotton the Arabs used, and could 
be, obtained easily and cheaply. 

In the Sixteenth Century the de- 
scendants of those Montgolfiers be- 
camé the ‘owners of the’ Vidalon 
mits. “Pierre. Montgolfier in the 
eighteenth century not only revolu- 
tionized the mills, but gained ‘the 
recognition . of Louis XVI, who en- 
ndébled him. His grandson, Marc 
Seguin, was the inventor of the tubu- 
lar boiler and the suspension bridge. 

The invention of the balloon came 
in’ the’ next generation. ° It is said 
that in granting letters patent to

EET SETTLEMENT 
ROUNDS OUT 35 YEARS’ WORK 





Y STREET SETTLEMENT 
H {fs about to turn the corner of 
its. thirty-fifth year. On the 
first of July, 1893, two women 
climbed. a dingy flight of stairs in 
@ New York tenement to bring solace 
to a home over which hung the 
shadow of sickness. They were Lil- 
lian: Wald and. Mary Brewster. In 
those days the visiting nurse was un- 
known, The two young women were 
pioneérs in this field. Out. of the 
trail they blazed the two worke, the 
Henry Street Settlement and the Vis- 
iting Nurse Service. * 
“Hundreds of thousands of sick 
and anxious people in the years that 
have passed, have listened for the 
steps of the nurses,”’ said Miss Wald, 
recalling the work, ‘‘and have been 
glad of the assurance that they 
would come.” 
The actual bedside care done hy the 


her work. The intimate contact she 
establishes with her patients and 
their families enables her to. become 
their guide in matters of hygiene and 
prevention of disease. Hers is a les- 
son of “positive health.” She car- 
ries with her a spirit of good-will, to 
quote Miss Wald, which has helped 
to bring about a ‘“‘kind of world citi- 
zenship in this cosmopolitan city of 
ours.’’ 

The nurse studies the home she 
visits, and her eye sees more than 
the patient she has been called to 
nurse. If there is an unruly child 
in the family, she applies what 
knowledge of psychology she has in 
helping it to control itself. If the 
problem is too great for her she calls 
in the Child Guidance. Clinic. 

The Visiting Nurse Service works 
in, cooperation with the, New York 
Tuberculosis and Health Association 
and the National Committee ' for 


Mental Hygiene. Both of these or- 
anizations have provided instruc- 
ors for the visiting nurses in their 
lar fields. ereyer possible 

e eighteen. centres of the service 


visiting nurse is the foundation of} 


made 374,000 visits; the number of 
cases handled was 54,516. Of recent 
years growing importance has been 
attached to maternity cases. The 
Visiting Nurse. Service has entered 
wholeheartedly into this work, 50 per 
cent. of the visits made being in this 
connection, 

Under the leadership of Miss Wald, 
the' Visiting Nurse Service and the 
Henry Street Settlement . have 
worked hand in hand. The social 
ilis that the visiting nurse discovered 
in her daily rounds found allevia- 
tion in. the hospitable atmosphere of 
the settlement, and when physical 
ills came to the attention of the 
leader: of a club the aid of a nurse 
was sought. 

With-the passing of the years the 
activities of the settlement have 
branched out to meet many needs. 
The Neighborhood Playhouse is per- 
haps the best known of the later 
projects. More recently the Music 
School, has become an important fac- 
tor in: the life of, the settlement, 
Every week, too, thousands of chil- 
dren attend educational and recrea- 
tional clubs created for the purpose 
of helping them to enter more deeply 
into the community life and to feel 
the responsibility of citizenship. 

Describing the underlying purpose 
of the. settlement, Miss Wald says 
that. it.is her belief that ‘‘democracy 
is best served when the machinery 
of life is used as a vehicle to free 


people’*from benumbing, long-houred |° 


occupations, from the indifference 
and dislike’ due to wide separation 
between nationalitis, or from rigid 
Classifications due to economic con- 
ditions.” 

‘“‘Health, recreation, music, dances, 
the drama, the industries, compan- 
fonship, deep friendship, employ- 
ment, vocational. guidance, advice in }.in 
trouble and education, nave seemed to 
us ‘to be inseparable and important

Several attempts Have* been made 
to ‘control these ‘diseases. | Because 
the parasite usually enters. from the 
spores on the seed, one method has 
been. to treat the, seed with a solu- 
tion of formaldehyde or some other 
chemical .poison,. , Another treatment 
for.somie seed-has been by hot water.

PROHIBITION. 


Judging by the statements of their 
leaders, the Democrats are as far as

He earned beyond the shadow 
of & doubt the encdmium that he 
maintained the dignity of his office 
to a high degree—a dignity that has 
peen, with raré “exceptions, ‘well 
guarded since the day Sir ‘Thomas 
Hungerford became the first Speaker 
in the fourteenth cefitury. 

The Spéaker of the House of Com- 
mons, unlike: the Speaker of the 
American’ House of Representatives, 
who is elected for the session of Con- 
gress, is elected for no set’ period: 
There is’ an impression ‘abroad that 
the term of office is for ten years; 
but’ inthe last 300 years three mem- 
bers have held’ the office for twelve 
years, ‘two for fifteen, two for “six- 
teen, ote for eighteen; ‘and one, ‘Ar- 
this’ Onslow, was in the Chair from 
1728'to 1761—thirty-three years. ‘The 
remainder of thé incumbents “have 
all held office for less’ thati‘ten years: 

At each general election the Speak- 
er must seek’ ré-élettion, although 
there is a tradition that he is unop- 
posed ‘in His constituency—a tradition 
that the Laborites propose to violate 
in the next election: And: at the be- 
ginning’ of each’ Parliament he must 
go through the formality of re-elec- 
tion to'the Chair.” His legal term‘of 
office is, therefore, fivé years, which 
is.also:the legal life'of Parliament; 
but in» practice it’ continues. until he 
expresses a wish to retire: 


“The Mouth of the House.” 

As.in the House of Representatives, 
the Speaker is the presiding officer— 
the .‘‘mouth. of. the: House,’’. or, as 
Lord Ullswater put it, ‘‘the guardian 
of the privileges of the House as well 
as,those of. its members.’’. It; is per- 
haps-more exact to.say that:he is the 
interpreter of standing and sessional 
orders;..the arbiter. of: all. disputes, 
whether. they are of a temperamental 
nature or arise froma: point: oforder, 
and the supreme: judge of all prob- 
lems.involving precedent, Unlike the 
Speaker of the House of Représenta- 
tives, he cannot .vacate his chair to 
speak from the floor::: Except when 
he casts his vote in a:tie, he becomes 
a istrictly: non-party: man. 

The Speaker of the House of Cons 
mons'takes his ndme ‘from: the fact 
that ,until: recent: times ‘he was the 
sole medium through which the 
Howse could express itself; as‘a body, 
to outside persons; and the only avu-' 
thority through owhom)’ “outsiders 
could: address the Housé as a whole. 
This:referred prizcipally to addresses 
to: ‘and from: the Soveréigh, ‘which 
aré now’ largely delivéred “by meres 
commissioners. 

The Speaker’s duties, however, are 
very large and’ éxacting. ‘He has 
sole.:power to reprimand. offenders 
brought to.the Bar of the House; he 
interprets. all motions,.and. decides 
whether they . infringe, the,. rules . or 
precedent; he Conicom: whether a. bill; 


»|to a large degree the orderliness of 


‘the House. It used to be said that 
e| Peel could silence an offender with 
a glance, but few men have such} 
powers of concentration and most 
have to depend upon their wit, good 
humor or resourcefulness in bring- 
ing the House to order. No Speaker 
wishes either to suspend a member 
or a session, although recently it has 
‘been done more than once. 


A Speaker’s Requisites. 

Then there is a constant tempta- 
tion. to indulge in irony or. sarcasm; 
but such a Speaker, no matter how 
efficient he may be; isnot likely in’ 
these days to command any popu- 
larity, for the office depends for its 
successful tenure on™ the ability of 
its holder to secure anf keep the 
respect-ofthe*whole;fouse. It is 
for -thisreason that the crowning 
quality demanded@.of a Speaker is 
@ scrupulous impartiality. 

There is a curious difference be- 
tween the offices of the Speaker of 
the House and thé Speaker ofthe 
Lords, who is the Lord Chancellor, 
Although the latter:canks a8 the 
highest officer. of the State,.mext to 
the Archbishop, of Canterbury, he : 
has practically. no authority in the 
House of Lords. Both Speakers are 


preceded~in the Commons to the; 


Chair, in ‘the Lords to the Woolsack 
—by the Sérgeants at, Arms béaring 
the maceg, the.symbols of their au- 
thority, which are placed on the 
tables béfore them. “In, thé, House of 
Commons the.Speaker commands; in 
the Hotse of Lords the Speaker in- 
quires their lordships’ pleasure, This 
is because the Speaker of the Lords 
is regafded as téchnically outside the 
House and in order to address it he 
must leaye the Woolsack and speak 
from_his ‘place as a peer, Likewise 
he has no power to suspend a mém- 
ber or ‘® Session without the consent 
of thé Lords assembled; and he can- 
not even adjourn the session without 
the consent of the Houge. 
The Form of Address. 


Members of the House of Commons, 
as in all deliberative’ bodies, address 
the Spéaker. © They’ must first’ call 
him ‘‘Mr. Speaker,’’ and for ‘the re- 
mainder of their spéech refer to him 
as “Sir.” A member accustomed to 
this procedure once visited the Ox- 
ford Union; presided over by a Presi- 
dent: “He began his speech, ‘Mr. 
Speaker—I beg your pardon, Sir, 
Mr. President—I assure you that your 
appearance in the chair was most de- 
ceptive.” It is perhaps one of the 
best exarnples‘ of ‘neatly correcting 
an error (possibly purposely com- 
mitted) with a compliment. 

One of the Speaker's most diffi- 
cult jobs lies in protecting the privi- 
leges of private’ members. The 
method of securing permission to 
speak is through ‘“‘catching the 
Speaker’s eye,’’ which is sometimes 
difficult unless one is down to speak 
on the Order of'the Day. He must 
regulate debates strictly, in order 
that all parties get an adequate op- 
portunity of expressing their views, 
and at the same time keep in mind 
the’ volume of business before the 
House, To this end he will usually 
reeognize the principal speakers first 
and ‘then must, of course, leave it to 
the House’ ‘to: move closure. On the 
other hand, he is usually watchful for 
new members rising to make their 
maiden speeches, and he must at all 
times see that the legitimate rights 
of’ members to’ speak are not cur- 
tailed. - 

If‘the Speaker as such ‘is almost a 
prisoner of the Housé,' arid if» his 
duties are, extremely .onerous, there 
are adequate compensations. He re- 
célvés a salary of $25,000 a year 
while in office, an equipment allow- 
ance of $5,000 on appointment and 
an official house free of taxes and 
rent and with coal and light ‘sup- 
plied gratis. On retirement he is 
usually made a Viscount—this has 
been the case only for ‘the last 200 
years—and receives a life pension of 
120,000 a year,

ordered to close his theatre

blue law of 1798. He protested. Other 
worldly enterprises, similarly barred 
from Sunday operation under the 
code of more than’ a century. ago;

If a blue law was to be en- 
forced against one, why not against 
all? 

But his. protest did him no good, 
His cinema was shut, and stayed 
shut, on, Sunday.

At 
the end of ‘his journey he is thor 
oughly convinced that drums and 
cables’ would ‘be the only means of 
getting the logs out of the swamps.” 


Economy of Operation. 

The pullboat method is, as a mat 
ter of fact,..the most economical 
where large operations are invélved 
on very swampy lend, The method, 
howéver, réquires accessibility to 
deep water, for the stationary opera- 
tions of a pullboat are limited in 
tadius. Because of this, the mill 
owner who harvests his own timber 
frequently is forced to engage in the 
digging of canals, which must be 
deep enough for the pullboat and the 
tugs that tow the rafts and must 
also be wide enough for the house- 
boats where the crews live. For this 
purpose a special type of dredge- 
boat is used—one that'can cut a dis- 
tance of fifty feet.a day through ooze 
where the stumps of forest giants 
and accufilated Jogs have created 
an apparently impenetrable barrier. 

The logs once at the mill, the prob- 
lem becomes a simple one of manu- 
facture. Circular saws soon reduce 
them to workable slabs, and then 
finely adjusted band‘ saws complete 
the process. The Spanish cedar 
which lends its character to the fin 
ished product received the most dell- 
cate treatment, beirig cut to a thick- 
ness of .1-240th of) an! inch;' or less 
than that of many papers. . Finally 
the cedar and the tupélo are glued 
together, the lumber is shipped te 
Porto Rico or Tampa, and there it is 
fashioned into the boxes in which 
cigars are bought,

By WALDEMAR pena at 
IFTY years hence, by which 
“time “Americans will’ spend 
week-ends in Paris, Berlin and 
London and Florida will bé ‘a 
Winter ‘Coney Island ‘for Boston and 
New: -York,::some. aeronautic his- 
torian will comment. critically on the 
extraordinary.courage and imagina- 
tion. that spurred .aviators..of. the 
early twentieth century to fly across 
the Atlantic Ocean, in machines as 
quaint and, primitive: to him as. are 
the pictures, of. Columbus's. caravels 
to» us../ Lindbergh, Byrd, Chamber- 
liny Brock and: Schlee, Fitzmaurice; 
K6hles and von Hiinefeld—he. will 
marvel at the temerity that made it 
possible for them: to voyage’ over 
two thousand miles of water in) ma- 
ehines. never..designed for.ocean. fly- 
ing. 

And then. he will come to the 
Friendship. ‘‘With her flight from 
Trepassey to Wales in 1928 begins 
the rea’ of practical ocean flying. 
She was the first ‘multi-motored 
hydroairplane ‘to cross the ocean in 
a°single stage, properly equipped, 
considering the primitive state of 
aviation’ in her day; with all. the 
best. navigating aids and safety de- 
vices. that were available. Our 300 
miles-an-hour flying ships that carry 
each_more than 100 passengers be- 
tween Europe and América and that 
begin and end their flights with un- 
varying regularity are but ‘the lineal 
descendants of that historic craft.” 

Triumphs After. Failures. 

Toe this historian of the future the 
technical achievement will be all- 
important; to us it is the fact that 
the Friendship carried the first 
woman through the air from Amer- 
ica to Europe. Miss Earhart may 
protest as much as she likes that 
she was but a passenger,.that ‘‘every- 
thing that was done to bring us 
across was done by Wilmer Stultz 
and ‘Slim’ Gordon,” and that she 
“did not handle’ the controls once,” 
although she had had ‘‘more than 
500 ‘hours’ flying and once held the 
women’s altitude record.’’ The mem 
ory of the women who preceded her 
and who perished pathetically is still 
so vivid that her triumph is all the 
more dramatic... Only Ruth Elder 
lives; providentally picked up by sa 
Dutch ‘tanker after she had fallen 
into the ocean 325 miles east of the 
Azores: Mrs, Grayson, who reckless- 
ly set out in December, the worst 
flying month of the year, the Prin- 
cess Loéwetistein-Wertheim,. the Hon- 
orable Elsie Mackay.died.in tragic 
silence. 

The Feminine Inspiration. 

If Miss Earhart had been ‘‘just.@ 
passenger,”’ even though & woman 
passenger, her experience would be 
merely a nine-day’s wonder. But her 
claim to histeric glory rests on more 
solid’ ground. -The spirit that made 


the Friendship’s ~flight’ a success’ 


was hers. Had she been @ mere sen- 
sationalist.. she .would,,.have thrown 
scientific safety tothe winds to 
achievé the doubtful. distinction of 
being the first of her sex to cross the 
ocean in a flying machine. But shé 
sought and heeded the best technical 
advice available and-tmade a contri- 
rp to the technical development

Miss Earhart’s Friend- 
ship met these conditions, and for 
that reason the craft in which the 
first woman flew to Europe must go 
down in aeronautic history. as one 
that. played a conspicuous. part in 
the .progress of transatlantic aerial 
navigation. 
Byrd’s Views Vindicated. 

To Commander Byrd belongs much 
of the credit for the \Friendship’s 
success—credit that has been gener- 
ously given by Miss Harhart and by 
George Palmer Putnam, her’ Ameri- 
ean mentor. It was he who insisted 
that the time had come to abandon 
ocean flying in  single- motored 
land machines. The outcome’ proves 
him to have been right. Thus far 
the three-motored airplane, as he 
has pointed out, has made 'a fine 
score.

The three-motored Friendship was 
designed and built by Fokker for 
Byrd’s Antarctic expedition. .In her 
were incorporated all the devices 
that .Byrd’s experience had con- 
vinced him were indispensable. 
Byrd’s. friend, Robert E. P. Elmer, 
a former aviation officer, left his of- 
fice in Chicago to spend two months 
in fitting out the craft with every 
instrumental aid and safety device. 

Byrd has been a firm «believer in 
the multi-mgptored machine, which 
accounts for the three engines of the 
Friendship... He believés, too, in rub- 
bér life rafts, radio.sets (one for use 
in the air and one for:communication 
after an emergency landing), smoke 
bombs, flares to light up the water 
and the ground at night to obviate a 
crash, and the. finest’ navigational 
instruments that science has devised. 
Tt ‘was with such’ aids and safety 
appliances that his’ America was 
equippeds. Their counterparts were 
to be found on’ the Friendship. Al- 
though the Afierica was a land 
machine, the Friendship is a hydro- 
airplaneé}for Byrd is convinced that 
the transatlantic airplane of ‘the 
future. must begin and end its flight 
on water and must seek refuge on 
the-waves if it-is forced down. 

Speed .and Safety. 

When we think of the Friendship

much. larger airplanes than we now 
dream of or, fewer. passengers. 


Perhaps bigger airplanes may 
prove to be ‘the solution.:: Dr. Clau- 
dius Dornier, one of the foremost 
aeronautic .. engineers: not. only. of 
Germany but of the world, reached 
this conclusion. in a -paper,that he 
read recently before the Royal Aero- 
nautical Society.. He has .built five 
flying boats-—the Libelle, the Do. E, 
the Wal.and the Super Wal. He is 
now. constructing the Giant, which 
will be the largest flying boat thus 
far built. and. which.will .be driven 


of 2,000 horsepower. The Giant will 
have engines of 6,000 horsepower and 
will have @ crusing radius of 2;500 
miles.

wheeled undercarriage are indispen- 
sable, so that the streamline per- 
fection of a bird, which instinctively 
draws its legs close to its body and 
lowers its head in flight, is never 
attained.

that the colossal flying boat has ad- 
vantages of which only engineers are 
fully aware. The tare weight of 
such a .craft (that is, the weight 
without passengers, freight or other 
extraneous load) is a determinable 
percentage of the total weight. He 
finds that the ratio of tare to total 
weight increasés much more rapidly 
in small machines than in his giants. 
Hence the bigger the machine the 
more profitable will it be and the 
more powerful will be its engines. 
In this Royal Aeronautical Society 
lecture Dornier gave his audience a 
glimpse of what’ we may expect in 
the future. He-has already built fly- 
ing boats that carry 30 passengers,

' Here we have perhaps the most 
valuable technical comment on the 
Friendship’s flight by one of the 
most skillful air navigators of our 
time on the limitations of the instru- 
ments with which airplanes are now 
equipped.

her course with nothing but a mag- 
netic. compass and turn and bank 
indicators—superhuman because in 
that thick fog which no eye could 
penetrate: there was no way of de- 
termining by reference to a visible 
sea.or a ship whether a true course 
was being held. A less. experienced 
navigator than Stultz would never 
have been. heard of again. A thirty- 
mile-an-hour wind from ‘the south at 
right angles to the course would 
have blown the. Friendship off to 
the north, although, for all.the mag- 
netic compass showed, she’ was fly- 
ing straight for England: Drift ; in- 
dicators are useless at night and in

Better Instruments Needed. 
It is evident from. Stultz’s :ilumi-

in London are not likely to trust 
themselves, to. machines. that,,must 
fly. “‘blind.””,. And there have . been 
flights enough across the Atlantic to 
prove that on the northern route fly- 
ing. must ,be.‘‘blind’’ for the greater 
part of the year, and.that even .in the 
most ..fayorable season a, navigator

_It. follows that the transatlantic 
passenger plane of the future must 
become a cok mechanical, al- 
most automatic organism | eridowed 
with artificial senses comparable 
with those of bats, birds and flying 
Insécts.

But mastering’ the obstacles op 
posed by the weather will be the 
greatest problem of all, yet one 
easily solved because it is dependent 
chiefly on an international organiza- 
tion. . The Friendship undoubtedly 
took chances ‘the mere thought of 
which makes thoughtful students of 
aviation shudder. ‘‘No prospect of 
favorable flying weather over mid- 
Atlantic before Monday” read the 
last discouraging biillétin sent from 
the Weather Bureau, in New York. 
Probably the preséncé of Miss Boll's 
Columbia spurred ‘the crew of the 
Friendship on. Despite the bul- 
letin Stultz leaped into the air. Only 
his fine navigational skill through 
fog, rain and hail made a successful 
landing in the harbor of Burry Port 
possible. He gave us a glimpse of 
future navigation when he climbed 
up 11,000 feet in an effort to shake 
off the fog and when he flew for 
hours through a clear channel be- 
tween two blankets of mist. 


Navigation in the Future.

A Unique Experiment. 


Radburn, as a large scale experi- 
ment in decentralization, will be 
watched and studied by city planners 
and civic authorities all over the 
Western World.

Tallinn, the ancient capital of Esto- 
nia, beginning June 30. More than 
16,000 singers and perms” std 
in. colorful national attire, par- 
ticipate. It sounds paradoxical that 
one of the smallest of nationg can 
manage such a great festival; but 
the love of music and of somg is 
deeply seated in the character of the 
Estonian people, going back to an- 
cient times. 

The Estonian people possess. rich 
folklore, which may be compared 
with that of thesancient Greeks. It 
consists of 70,000 folksongs and 
15,000 folkmelodies besides an im- 
mense number of fairy tales, riddles

There is hardly a feature of Es- 
tonian life that is not described in 
native songs. The early bards al- 
ways sang their own poems, often 
improvising as they sang, and hand- 
ed them down vocally from genera- 
tion to generation. The Estonian 
people had a great affection for their 
songs, poetry and music. Hyery- 
body, it seems, was trying to become 
a poet or a singer, as is said in one 
of the folksongs: 

Singer is-my father, 

Singer is my mother, 

Singer rocks the babies’ cradle, 
Poets are my younger brothers, 
Their wives are making tunes; 
Singer must become of me, 
Poets of my daughters, 
Composers of their brothers. 

Another folksong tells about te al- 

most magic power of singing:. 
When I begin to sing 
No reins can hold me, 
No chains can bind me, 
No clouds can still me. 


This same song describes further 
how villages, manors, cities and the 
whole of nature are listening in en- 
chantment to the tunes of the singer. 


Music a Gift of the Gods. 

Music was considered by the early 
Estonians to be a great gift from 
Heaven. Their mythology had 4 spe- 
cial god for it, Vanemuine, who is 
pictured as an old man with flewing 
white beard and impressive features, 
the wise adviser’ of the chief god, 
Taara or Vanaisa, Vanemuine him- 
self taught the people the divine’ art 
of singing, when, as the story goes, 
he descended to the people af the 
‘‘Taara Hill’ at Tartu, on the banks 
of the “‘Mother River,’’ and sang 
his narratives to the world, playing 
on his famous golden harp, sacred 
and honored musical instrument of 
the old Estonians. 

His melodies, the story goes, were 
of supernatural beauty. All ‘work 
was suspended, men and beasts alike 
listening to the magic tunes. Men, 
being ‘the wisest of all creatures, 
heard everything and penetrated 
deeply into the secrets of Yane- 
muine’s art.

Results of the Second Vote. 


At the earlier rejection, 6n Dec. 15, 
the discussion lasted only a. day and 
the majority against the Prayer Book 
was narrow—249 votes to 207. With 
158 members abstaining, it was hoped 
that, after an interval of reconsidera- 
tion, #h@ “House would allow the 
Prayer Book to pass. But what 
happened was that.in a fuller House 
consent was withheld by a larger ma- 
jority—266 to 220-showing that, as 

ex-Premier David Lloyd, George had 
shrewdly foreseen, opinion had hard- 
ened. The belief is that an appeal to 
the electors would only confirm the 
veto. Whatever may. be the views 
of Anglo-Catholic clergy, the nation 
as a whole is Protestant and insists 
that any national Church shall ex- 
press that point of view: ¢ 

The scenes accompanying the de- 
bates were unusual. In Westmin- 
ster Abbey the devout congregated, 
some praying for the rejection and 
others for the acceptance of the Re- 
vised Prayer Book. In clubs it was 
reported that actually,.odds .were 
wagered on the division.” The ap- 
proaches tothe House were crowded, 
and while the Commons: themsélvés 
refrained as far as possible from 
cheering the result, the publi did not 
restrain its enthusiasm, (Whatever 
be thought of the decision on its 
merits, there is no doubt that is 
popular and that the demeanor of 
the people illustrates the keen inter- 
est which they take in the public 
affairs of their country. 

About the significancé-of the situa- 
tion there is no secret..The Prayer 
Book has been rejected) because. it, 
authorized the reservation of...the 
sacrament, which Protestant opinion; 
deeply latent and aroused by the 
press, refused to sanction. Not ‘only 
did the Anglo-Catholic Party in the 
Church insist on the retention of,this 
ceremonial, but a statement declar- 
in~* boldly for transubstantiation was. 
signed by 2,202 of the clergy. Even 
the Revised Prayer Book» forbids. 
adoration of the sacred. elements. 
But these clergy—a large body—in- 
sisted that, Parliament notwithstand- 
ing, they would proceed with this 
form of devotion. The old Prayer 


Book had not held .them..back;, 


neither would the new. Under either 
liturgy, ‘‘lawlessness,’’ as it is called, 
would continue. 


The Malines Conversations. 


There was, too, a sOmewhat un- 
fortunate incident that greatly: di- 
minished ‘confidence in the aged 
Archbishop of Canterbury. During 
the earlier debates the Primate as- 
sured Parliament that the Revised 
Prayer Book did not infritigé the 
principles of the Reformation. Sub- 
sequently, it was disclosed that’ the 
record of conversations between 
Anglican divines and Cardinal Mer- 
cier of Malines had been withheld 
from Parliament and the public 
until after the vote was taken.

with having directed and consoli- 
dated. the work of the Education 
Board toward the basic sciences and 
humanities. According to the resolu- 
tions of his associates in the founda- 
tion, his membership ‘‘will have an 
enduring influence upon its policies.”’ 


Dr. Rose’s selection in 1910 to head 
the Rockefeller Sanitary Commission 
was remarkable in that his life work 
up to that time had had to do with 
philosophy and education rather 
than with medicine. He was not an 
M. D. Only a short time before he 
had been a professor in Peabody Col- 


lege, Nashville, Tenn., and at the;} 


moment he was general agent of the 
Peabody Education Fund, an endow- 
ment for the purpose of furthering 
education in the South. 


He turned again to the administra- 
tion of an education fund im 1928) | 


when he was chosen to head the 
Rockefeller General Wducation 
Board; but meantime he had made a 
record unique in the annals of pre- 
ventive medicine. During the four- 
teen years that intervened, the work 
of the sanitary commission, again to 
quote his associates, “had taken on 
an international status and signifi- 
cance unprecedented im history.’ To- 
day the International Health Board, 
an extension of the original com- 
mission, is in close affiliation. with 
health work in fifty-two countries. 


Education Under Difficulties. 


Dr. Rose was born during the sec- 
ond year of the Civil War in Sauls- 
bury, Tenn., a small. town about 
seventy miles east 6£ Memphis, 
where cotton grows On the red hills. 
The war was over when he became 
of school age, but there was hardly 
a system of education in the South 
at that time. He was 27 when he 
took his A. B. degree at the Uni- 
versity of Nashville. Im 1891 he 
joined the Faculty of Peabody Col- 
lege as an instructor of history and 
mathematics. 


The Peabody Education Fund, of 
which he became general agent in 
1907, had something more than 
$2,000,000 at its disposal. It.was és- 
tablished soon after the close of the 
Civil War by George Peabody, a na- 
tive of Massachusetts, to promote 
public education in the South 
through cooperation with State and 
local officials. It aided in the es- 
tablishment of public schools in cities 
and towns, in the development of 
State normal schools, and in the sup- 
port of Hampton Institute, Tuskegee 
institute and other private schools 
for negroes. It finally contributed 
the bulk of its capital to the new 
George Peabody College for Teach- 
ers, which is affiliated with Vander- 
bilt University at Nashville, and dis-

Then it 
came to be classe@ as an occupa- 
tional disease of miners and tunnel 
workers. . Finally, in 1910, it was rec- 
ognized as a world-wide scourge. 

Inthe South it was found to be a 
deterrent both to.education and to 
industrial progress. By mass treat- 
ments, whole. populations were rid 
of the parasites. The same cam- 
paign was extended to the West In- 
dies, Central and South America, 
Spain, Ceylon, India, Siam, the 
Netherlands East Indies, Fiji and 
the Straits Settlements. 


Rose was that the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation should aid. Governments. The 
result, in the South, as béen that 
control units were gradually changed 
into rural county health organiza- 
tions to ‘which the foundation con- 
tributes temporarily not more than 
25 per cent.’ of the funds directed 
toward eradication work. Similar 
agreements have been effected in 
other countries.

ALL STREET was called 

W “‘finished’’ 

when seven new bank build- 
ings were added to it. Now they 
have not only long since been re- 
placed but the new Nassau-Broad 
Street subway is being pushed 
through the heart of the district, 
making new problems for property 
owners and business tenants. The 
latter have utilized a house 
of their own creation to boty toward 
solutions.

With the exception of 
a break north of Lake Superior, this 
trans-Canada highway is complete 
from: Halifax to Vancouver. It af- 
fords, in addition, numerous side 
trips over excellent roads in all the 
Provinces. 

Someof the best roads in Canada 
are found: in the southern part of 
Ontario, where the network is prac- 
tically all paved. From Montreal to 
Windsor; connecting there by: ferry 
with Detroit, is an all-paved high- 
way through the most prosperous 
part of Ontario and Quebec. It is 
more than 600: miles long and fol- 
lows the St. Lawrence River and 
Lake Ontario for much of this dis- 
tance. : 

Feeder roads, all in excellent con- 
dition, branch out from the Montreal- 
Windsor Highway to numerous Sum- 
mer-resorts, where fishing, canoeing 
and swimming may be enjoyed. 
There are, for instance, the famous 
Muskoka Lakes and the Lake of 
Bays. Both of these districts are 
accessible by roads out of Toronto. 
The Kawartha Lakes, reached from 
Port Hope on the main highway to 
Peterborough, is another district 
with facilities for Summer recrea- 
tion. 

Among the interesting cities along 
this main highway are Toronto and 
Hamilton. The former is the pro- 
vincial capital and the seat of the 
University of Toronto. It is the sec- 
ond largest city in Canada, having 
@ population of nearly 750,000. There 
are more skyscrapers in this city than 
in any other part of the British 
Empire. In Summer it is a city of 
gardens. 

Hamilton is the home of large elec- 
trical manufacturers. It is 43 miles 
from Toronto, situated on a beauti- 
ful bay, which is seen from a height 
when one approaches the city by 
automobile. 


The Trans-Canadian Highway. 


Ottawa, the capital of Canada, is 
on the Tfans-Canadian Highway. 
Its magnificient: Parliament build- 
ings, with their commanding view 
of a large part of the surrounding 
hilly country, make it. a.city. worth 
visiting. 

A new roadway just cOmpleted last 
Autumn, which will form part of the 
Trans-Canada Highway, is the Fergu- 
son Highway, starting at North Bay. 
The road is named after the present 
Premier of Ontario. It was cut 
through the virgin bush of Northern 
Ontario, a sparsely settled district, 
now being opened up for settlers. 
The road, although so far north, is 
all paved. It runs from North Bay 
through the Lake Temagami Forest 
Reserve to Cobalt. Mining country 
is passed on the way and further up, 
near Cochrane, is Lake Abitibi, 
where big pulp and paper mills, as 
well as power generating plants, are 
to be found. Turning west, the road 
goes to Hearst, its present stopping 
point. Alongside the highway is bush 
country which has not yet been 
worked, and many lakes provide 
fishing in practically untouched 
waters. The scenery is hard to sur- 
pass. 


are several good roads along the St. 


follows the north shore, through ‘the 
French-Canadian country to the City 
of Quebec and.then on to St. Simeon, 
110. miles east of Quebec. The south- 
ern route is longer, starting at. Val- 
leyfield; near the Ontario boundary. 
It runs past Lake St. Francis, along 
the south shore of the St. Lawrence, 
through . Montreal: and Quebec ‘to 
Riviére-du-Loup. and then to Ste. 
Anne-des-Monts.. This highway, con- 
sisting of an excellent road, is 5382 
miles long. Looking across the river 
one sees the highlands and moun- 
tains about Montreal, and further on 
the blue Laurentians approaching 
ever nearer until] at Quebec their 
bases touch the shore and continue 
down the St. Lawrence. This high- 
way joins a secondary road running 
around the Gaspé Peninsula to the 
Bay. of Chaleur. 

The Montreal-Mont Laurier road 
leads north from Montreal to Sum- 
mer resorts in the Laurentian’ high- 
land, 1,200 feet above sea level. The 
road is in good condition, traveling 
through a picturesque country with 
many smal] towns and villages along 
the way. 

At the Border. 

Entrance into Canada can be made 
through a large number of ports, the 
main ones being at Calais, Maine; 
Rouses Point, Ogdensburg, Buffalo 
and Niagara Falls, N. Y.; Detroit 
and Port Huron, Mich. 

For a one-day tour in Canada it 1s 
necessary only to surrender your 
State license card, which will be re- 
turned when you re-enter the United 
States. A longer stay necessitates 
filling out a duplicate customs form 
with particulars about the car. The 
Canadian authorities hold one copy 
and the tourist the other, which he 
surrenders on returning across the 
border. He is not required to leave 
by the port at which he entered. 
The permit is good for sixty days, 
after which a renewal can be 
obtained for another thirty days. The 
visitor desiring to remain longer 
than ninety days must deposit $25 
and sign an approved bond for 
double the amount of the estimated 
duty on his car. 

The United States Government 
places no restrictions on American 
automobiles leaving or entering the 
country. It is only necessary to 
show your State license card when 
returning across the border. 
Persons visiting Canada for a lim- 
ited time, for health or pleasure, may 
bring with them such guns, fishing 
rods, canoes, tents, ‘cooking utensils, 
musical instruments, cameras,. &c., 
as they will require; but‘they must 
not be.used for gain or hire. -The 
possession of these articles must be 
reported at the border and an amount 
covering the duties on them must be 
deposited. The money will be re- 
funded on the visitor’s return within 
six months. 

Camping facilities in Canada are 
numerous. There are camps at the 
Summer resorts and motor camps 
along the principal highways. In 
Ontario practically every town along 
the main highways has a municipal 
or private camp, where sleeping cab- 
ins, food and all necessities may be 
obtained. Some of the camps charge 
50 cents or $1 for space. Others are 
free. The camps along the highways 
are often in beautiful locations, amid 
towering, green-clad hills. 

Fishing is allowed on license for 
the greater part of the Summer. 
Trout and pickerel, maskinonge and 
bass are found in the rivers and 
jJakes of Ontario. Motor roads make 
them easily accessible. Hunting is

ARK TWAIN once observed 

that if the Mississippi River 

continued to shorten its 

course as much in the next 
500 years as it had in the last, New 
Orleans would. bein the suburbs of 
St. Louis. Something like this is 
taking place with regard to modern 
conditions in rural and metropolitan 
life. 

A few years ago there was a defi- 
nite drift of people from’ farms to 
cities. Economists were worried. If 
the thing kept up, there’d soon be 
nobody to plant potatoes. and raise 
corn. Everything usually done to 
stop an alarming tendency was tried. 
Articles were written, speeches .were 
made. But tendencies have a. habit 
of ignoring human eloquence. They 
treat it much as the tide treated the 
commands of King Canute. 

When conditions cause the tide to 
ebb, however, it goes® back. This, 
it would appear, is what is happen- 
ing in the case of the movement of 
people from farms to towns. H. H. 
Brooks, General Salés Director.of the 
Marmon Motor Car Company, calls 
attention to Government figures 
which seem to show that the move- 
ment has been checked. In 1926, for 
example, more than 1,000,000 people 
abandoned rural districts to live in 
cities, but only 600,000 followed in 
their footsteps last year. 

The explanation, Mr. Brooks be- 
lieves,, lies in automobiles, good 
roads, the radio, movies, the phono- 
graph and electric power. He thinks 
automobiles and good roads have 
had most to do with it. The farm 
that used to be an overnight journey 
from the nearest town is now only 
an hour or two away. The. farm- 
er’s wife can drive into the city in 
an afternoon to shop. His children 
ride by bus to a central community 
school. He can get his. goods to 
market without delay. ‘The whole 
family can spend the evening at the 
movie house in town and be home 
by early bed-time. 

All things are closer together than 
they used to be. The farmer has, in 
effect, moved to town without aban- 
doning his farm. The rural village 
has become a suburb of the city 
dozens of miles away. And they are 
getting closer all the time, as more 
people drive faster cars over better 
roads. 


Give the Car a Chance. 


Some people seem to think an auto- 
mobile ought to be able to stand any- 
thing. Those who start off on a va- 
cation tour without having the car 
overhauled are bad enough, but the 
dilettante mechanics who attempt to 
do the overhauling themselves are 
the ones whom the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Motor Cars 
should suppress. They put a car 
through a course of treatment that 
makes a head-on collision seem mild 
and then expect the maimed motor 
to purr sweetly up mountain grades. 

It would seem to be in a spirit of 
sympathy for helpless automobiles, 
therefore, that Gaston Plantiff, 
Eastern District Manager for the 
Ford and Lincoln companies, issues 
his seasonal advice to motorists. He 
doesn’t tell them to grind the valves; 
clean the cylinders and tighten the 
connections.. As a rule, these and 
many other things ought to be done, 
but Mr. Plantiff’s advice is, ‘Take 
your car to.a service station and have 


| it overhauled.”*

grease in the transmission, rear end 
and steering gear housing. The 
water in the storage battery should 
cover the plates.’’ 

Of course, if a man is a real me- 
chanic he can put his automobile in 
shape without professional assis- 
tance, but if he is merely an am- 
bitious tinker, he’ll save himself 
from the harsh words of his vacation 
companions if he leaves his car in a 
service station for twenty-four hours 
before he starts on the grand tour.

if a smash-up occurs. But the lady 
must at least protest to escape con- 
tributory negligence. 

It is not necessary for her to make 
a flying leap from the car and limp 
home. She is not even required to 
invite an accident by struggling to 
free herself or take control of the 
steering-wheel. If she, merely says 
**Don’t”’ her legal status, if not her 
physical state, is secure. She may 
be hurt but she can’t be blamed.

The Pennsylvania symbol, 
a blue band= with -yellow ‘keystone 
and route numeral, makes this easy 
for observing drivers. The high spot 
on this route is the gigantic dam of 
the Philadelphia Electric Company 
at Conowingo, where the waters of 
the broad Susquehanna River have 
been penned up to generate current. 

The third route also avoids all big 
cities except Baltimore, but has 
ferry and toll bridge fees that add 
$2 or more to the cost of the trip. 
It lacks scenic attractions, but of- 
fers many more miles of concrete. 
It goes by way of New Bruns- 
wick, the Lincoln Highway, Bor- 
dentown, Mount Holly, Moorestown, 
Westville, Woodbury, Mullica Hill, 
Woodstown and a ferry across the 
Delaware River, either at Penns 
Grove to Wilmington or, six miles 
below, from Pennsville to Newcastle.

‘Therefore at the transmitter there 
must be a photoelectric ‘cell and at 
the receiver a neon gaseous conduc- 
tion lamp, with cold electrodes, be- 
cause no heated filament lamp can 
‘go out’ fast enough.

cry of the broadcasters® is 
“On to Houston,” “where the 
curtain rises on the second act 
of Améfica’s great political’ drama 
next Tuesday. Having done as satis-|- 
factory a job of radiating the rim 
lican Convention as the 
stances would permit, Major J: 
Andrew White of the Columbia 
Broadcasting , System and Graham 
McNamee of the National Broadcast» 
ing Company have packed their bags 
and are speeding south. The tumult 
and the shouting, such as it was, at 
Kansas City has died and all radio 
land, which means an audience of 
many millions of persons listening 
through countless loud-speakers, is 
pricking up its ears and listening: for 
the words of Clem Shaver, Chairman 
of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, at 12 o’clock (New York Daylight 
Saving Time) next Tuesday, official- 
ly opening the convention. 


There is a fascination about poli- 
tical conventions that not even lack 
of enthusiasm on the part of the 
delegates can smother. Radio has 
extended this appeal beyond the four 
walls of the convention hall and into 
millions of American homes. While 
the Republican gathering at Kansas 
City left much to be desired from the 
viewpoint of the listeners, very few 
of them twisted their dials away 
from the stations of the two great 
circuits carrying the program. There 
was always the expectancy that the 
big moment would occur, that it was 
in the next sentence, that some fiery 
bit of oratory, some hyperbole of 
speech, would™sweep the delegates 
and audience into #»pandemonium, 
of noise and emotional enthusiasm. 
This color was lacking at Kansas 
City; but Houston, premises:,to, tell 
another story. Whether or not it 
lives up to its promise only the near 
future can.tell.

He entertained 
the Mexican forces at San Jacinto, 
about twenty miles from the:town he 
founded. In order that the Mexicans 
might not ‘miss any of.the elaborate 
éntertainment. program that he had 
prepared. for them, he cut,the bridge 
over Vince’s Creek. ‘Genéral Sam 
Houston. had thehospitality ofthe 
Mexicans atthe Alamo to remember, 
and he paid. this debt of honor in

Ana dressed in peon’s clothes, who 
apparently thought the battle was a 
bal masque, gladly consented to the 
indépendence of the Texans.

Fog and rain increased gradually 
until we Were sometimes entirely in 
the fog for miles. / I pictured te my- 
self the trying experience of Lind-. 
bergh off the banks of Newfound- 
land for eountless miles with nothing 
but water below. .Simee the plane 
had no radio equipment, flying in @ 
fog is quite dangerous and on gen- 
eral pringiples not 

the fog was intermittent, for every 
now and-then we would emerge into 
clear spaces. By 2:45 o'clock we 
passed over another large city which 
I could not identify since a gust of 
wind had blown my map out of my 
hands. The atmosphere was getting 
worse from thinute to minute and 
once or twice we had a good air 
bump. 

To my temporary relief, we made 
a landing at Bellefonte airport to de- 
termine Weather prospects further 
north toWard Cleveland. We Janded 
at Bellefonte at 3:20 P. M, 


More Bad Weather. 


Since I ‘was well wedged in with 
my parachute I did not leave the 
plane. ‘The airport is a small affair 
with thé usual meteorological and 
lighting équipment as well as two 
hangers afd facilities for refueling. 
Somehow the information must have 
been satisfactory f6r at 3:35 o’clock 
we started again amd soon were fly- 
ing high ovér an unbroken forest 
country.

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~NEW TESTS OF PARACHUTE: FA ELS 


Parachute Unit ‘at ‘chins | 
Fiel@~has been conducting a 
series of tésts to determine the 
terminal velocity of a free fall- 

ing man for the purpose of assisting 
in the study of parachute stresses, 
and also for the purpose of settling a 
much discussed question, according 
to the Navy News Letter. 

The test drops are being made at 
night, dropping a Gummy with a 
flare attached, inthe vvwiew of a 
camera whose shuttér; controlled by 
a pendulum and.solendid, winks at 
second intervals. The resulting film 
gives a streak Broken at/second in- 
tervals. The flare is lighted be- 
fore the dummy is reléased, and 
as the plane flies at right angles to 


the camera a horizontal streak in- 
‘dicates the altitude of the plane. 


The ground level is marked by ‘auto- 
mobile headlights. 

From these tests it appears that 
the ayerage man’s terminal velocity 
is sOMewhére betwéén 100 and 200 
miles an hour, The vélocity is lowest 


if the body tumbles, The terminal | 


velocity is apparently reached by the 
time he has fallen 1,600 feet. ‘The 
low terminal] velocity has been a sur- 
prise to every one.

It seemed almost inconceivable for 
Hagen to do what he had to do, but 
it did look possible for Jones in spite 
of thé fact that he was not and 
not been playing well.
